Redevelopment takes 'one giant step9 
Superblock zoning variations approved by city council 


'Z-14-73-PUD'-Superblock 
a reality after 7 years 


Tho voto was 10 to 5. 
Superblock passed Its major city coun- 


cil hurdle after a half-hour discussion 
and seven years of hard work. 


Z-14-73-PUD was called to the attention 


of tho aldermen late Monday night by 
City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbnch. Aid. 
Ewald Swanson (6th) presided over tho 
proceedings In tho absence of Mayor 
Herbert Bchrcl. 


Long-time downtown redevelopment 


backer Aid. Robert Illndo (4th) imme- 
diately moved for adoption of tho 
planned unit development ordinance 
which would grant Important zoning 
changes for tho $11 million project. 


Aid. Kenneth Kche (2nd) seconded tho 


motion — and the expected hassle over 
Superblock began. 


About 100 onlookers packed the city 


hall chambers. All but 12 left after the 
voto was tallied. 


AI.D. SPENCER CHASE (3rd) began 


tho low-key, mostly polite debate by stat- 
ing ho has always been In favor of down- 
town redevelopment but "there Is a con- 
siderable question In my mind whether 
this is a correct proposal." 


Chase, Aid. Carmen Sarlo (6th) and 


Aid. Gerald Meyer (7th) distributed 
about 7,000 questionnaires to residents 
last week asking opinions on the zoning 
variations up for council approval. The 
questions have come under attack by 
other aldermen and two local news- 
papers whoso publishers arc financially 
involved In Superblock, as being loaded, 
unfair, slanted, biased and Irresponsible.

The three have consistently defended 


their survey as being conducted fairly — 
their attempt to find out what the people 
want. 


As they yielded (ho floor from ono to 


tho other, the three read their anti-super- 
block percentages. "Tho answers of our 
constituents to the questions and their 
written comments give a clear picture of 


what they wont," Chase said. 


Two attempts — one by Chase, one by 


Meyer — to amend the ordinance, elimi- 
nating the height and parking variation, 
failed in 11 to 4 and 10 to 5 votes. 


ALD. THOMAS KOPLOS (1st) ab- 


stained from voting, citing a possible 
conflict of interest. Koplos owns stock In 
both DCS Plaines National and First No- 
tional Banks — future owners of Super- 
block land. 


The pro and con redevelopment debate 


ended abruptly when Aid. Alan Abrams 
(8th) sold, "I think these three aldermen 
should be commended ... But to try to 
emasculate this ordinance in an attempt 
to defeat it is really wrong. Let's face 
this lHsuo directly — not in bits and 
pieces. Let's face the business at hand." 


Swanson called the final vote. Chase, 


Sarlo, Meyer, Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th) 
and Aid. George Olen (2nd) voted no. 


"What happened last night shows the 


difference-between the professionals and 
the amateurs on the city council," said 
Mayor Herbert Behrel yesterday. Behrel 
did not attend the meeting due to his re- 
cent hospltallzatlon for a suspected 
bleeding ulcer.

By 10:30 a.m. the mayor had been in 


contact with City Engineer Robert Bow- 
en, and Comptroller Duane Blietz to get 
the city's end of the project rolling.

WHILE THE Superblock developer is 


completing drawings, collecting bids and 
seeking building department approval of 
plans, the city will begin proceedings to 
vacate Center Street, straighten Prairie 
Avenue, and enter into a formal agree- 
ment to build a multi-level parking ga- 
rage.

Des Plaines will have its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment took a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted in favor of grant- 
Ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex in 
the heart of the business district. 


"This is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that is truly 
significant and likely to result in a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome R. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town in the metropolitan area has 


accomplished what Des Plaines has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said in the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied it, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much else." 


breaking into the house while Singer was 
at work and alerted police.

GOTTLIEB SAID delays in the Des 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which include in- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $435,200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space — 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime in 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 
Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown Des Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Ellinwood Street for shopper parking. 
The Des Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erickson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
in Des Plaines. Homes have been demo- 


lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
into a temporary city hall shortly and 
•work will begin on a $2.2 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rezoned for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums are 
commonplace. 


"It's all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock is proof that we are steadily 
moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrel. 


"Only Des Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, the business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added it was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 


a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested interest in a very small place," 
he j-aid. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years is pheno- 
minal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of manhours 
which were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought the needed land with loans from 
three local financial Institutions. The 
banks are now in the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so 
they can lease it to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Oher towns will probably wait 
and see what will happen here."

Walker slows school-aid formula

Action this week by Gov. Daniel Walker on a new state 


•chool aid formula may extend the number of years required 
before the new formula fully takes effect, but does not change 
the bailc funding plan. 


Walker Monday signed H.B. 1484, called the "resource 


equalizer," which changes the way the state will distribute 
aid to local school districts. At the same time, the governor 
used his selective veto power to cut the funds for the bill by 
•bout S per cent to $900 million. 


The fund cut, according to Jim Jepson, staff assistant to 


Democratic House leader Clyde Choate, will mean that school 
districts may not receive the full amount called for this year 
under the formula. State aid claims for school districts, he 
said, will be prorated to distribute the funds available. 


UNDER THE RESOURCE equalizer formula, each school 


district will be guaranteed the amount of revenue it would get 
if it had • certain set assessed property valuation per pupil. 
The bill called for the plan to be adopted over a four-year 
period, with no school district being allowed more than a 25 
per cent state aid increase in any one year. The cut in the 
funds this year may mean it will take more than four years 
for the formula to be phased In. 


According to *ponsors of the resource equalizer bill, nearly 


every school district in the state will receive substantial state 
aid Increases under the new formula. 


In other action Monday, Gov. Walker signed legislation pro- 


viding funds for the state system of higher education and the 
state's junior colleges. 


The funds for the Junior college system provide for an in- 


crease in the state aid grants given colleges per student cred- 
it hour, according to Fred Wellman, executive director of the 
Illinois Junior College board. In addition, the governor's ac- 
tion provides for money for enrollment increases in the state 
junior colleges and for increased state funding for vocational 
education programs, Wellman said. 


IN ADDITION TO his action on the state aid bills, the 


governor also made substantial reductions in appropriations 
for the state teacher retirement systems. 


The Illinois General Assembly passed bills providing for a 


full state share of the retirement systems, which are funded 
through contributions from the state and from individual 
teachers. Walker said the state could not afford to fully fund 
the retirement systems this year. 


The Illinois Education Association, state wide teacher bar- 


gaining group, said yesterday they would challenge the gover- 
nor's right to cut the appropriations for the retirement funds 
In the Illinois Supreme Court. 


Price rollback 


Sears, 2 others move to meet U.S. guidelines 


Stars Roebuck and Co. and two major 


Chicago neat suppliers began • price 
rollback this week to meet federal price- 
freeze guidelines. 


The Sears price cutback will affect 


about 30 per cent of products listed in the 
new fall-winter catalog. 


The meat firms — Esmark Inc., a 


holding firm for Swift It Co., and John 
Morreale * Co. — will recompute base 
prices charged to meat retailers and will 
reduce prices. 


The cutbacks came after negotiations 


with the stabilization branch of the Inter- 
Ml Revenue Service, said Roger C. 
Beek, district director. 


The Sears pricing could save custom- 


en 11.3 to 11.75 million, Beck estimated. 


PRESIDENT NIXON ordered the price 


freeze June 13. The freeze sets highest 
purchase price at top cost between June 
land June I. 


Seen printed Ita new catalog before 


Nixon ordered the freeze. 


"Some prices — appliances for In* 


stance — are lower than in the previous 


catalog. Others may be pennies or even 
a few dollars more," a Sears spokesman 
said. 


Because the catalogs reached some 


customers during the base period and 
some orders were placed, the prices top 
freeze limits, Beck said. 


"We don't want to stimulate scare buy- 


ing—or even lottery purchasing where 
you have a 1 in 5 chance of buying some- 
thing cheaper," the Sears spokesman 
said. 


"Prices in the catalog were deter- 


mined according to Phase in guidelines 
which allowed Increases," be said. 
"Many of these Items have been pur- 
chased or ordered at Increased cost." 


THE VOLUNTARY Sears rollback will 


mean that customers who prepay pur- 
chases affected by the freeze from the 
fall catalog will receive "some sort of 
refund," he said. Other purchases "will 
automatically be charged at the lower 
price by the computer," the spokesman 
said. 


Sears refused to list items affected by 
the rollback. 


The meat firms used Phase III guide- 


lines to determine freeze price, Beck 
said. 


"Now it's a whole new ballgame," a 


spokesman for Esmark said. Phase III 
prices were calculated from 10 per cent 
of sales by meat firms. The new guide- 
lines set ceilings based on total sales 
weight. 


THE DIFFERENCE in the comput- 


ation will be passed to wholesalers and 
meat buyers in the form of refunds. "In 
no way will it cause cutting of prices for 
the consumer," the meat spokesman 
said. "The dollar total is very small 
when compared to all meat sales." 


"The savings could come to the con- 


sumer through the wholesaler who re- 
ceives a rebate," Beck said. 


IRS monitored about 40 meat firms in 


Chicago after the freeze announcement 
to check calculation of price ceilings. 
Target date for the rollback is July 27.

to two counts ef income tax falsification 
in Federal District Court yesterday and 
was fined $1,000 by Judge James B. Par- 
sou. 


Archbold, 41, ef 301 Victoria Ln., Elk 


Grove Village, also received a three-year 
Jail sentence from Judge Parsons, but 
the judge suspended the sentence and In- 
stead pieced Archbold on three ysara 
probation. 


Assistant U. S. Atty. Theodore Scudder 


told the Herald yesterday that Archbold 
said la court be inflated deductions on 
the tax returns for two Spanish-speaking 
taxpayers because they were poor. Scud- 
der quoted Archbold as saying that he 
was dismissed as an IRS Agent in 1V71 
because be "didn't drive a hard enough 
bargain with poor people."

Archbold to return to the federal govern- 
ment his credentials as an IRS Agent 
which he allegedly used in persuading 
the Spanish-speaking taxpayers to accept 
the income tax returns he prepared for 
them.

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With proper rodent control, those long-tailed domestic pests don't stand a chance

"Dcnr Resident: 


"The Health Department has had sev- 


eral complaints In your neighborhood on 
RATS. 


"Upon my Investigation, I found this to 


be true. I have asked several of you to 
get together with me, at any time, day or 
night, In order to lay plans for a com- 
plete rat control program..." 


Rats! 
Panic. 
But It docs happen. DCS Plaincs — like 


every other community In every other 
county In every other state — has Its 
share of long-tailed, disease-carrying, 
garbage-eating rats. 


The DCS Plaincs River, various creeks 


and lakes, forest preserves, bird feeders, 
open garbage cans, torn plastic garbage 
bags arc all contributing factors in main- 
taining a population of domestic rats. 


Despite the rat-enticing habits of man, 


the city has managed to reduce the num- 
ber of rodents and practically eliminate 
resident complaints through aggressive 
and constant rat control. 


THE HEALTH department and public 


works department cooperate In a rat- 
baiting program near creek beds, the 
river and any other public property 
where rats may congregate. 


Should a homeowner spot a rat, call 


and complain, an investigation Is made 
and the Health Department's "rat letter" 
is sent to homes in the area. 


"Rats could be considered a danger or 


a hazard In the slum areas of the city of 
Chicago, but here they're more of a nui- 
sance than anything else," said Marvin 
Martin, city sanitarian. 


"We've got them under control. There 


haven't been many complaints," he said. 


The rat program has been going on for 


years, Martin said. Bait stations — 
square box-like ones and coned shape — 


arc set near creeks and rivers. Poisoned 
grain is placed in the center of the traps 
and zap ... no more rats. 


"They go back to their rat holes and 


die. We know we've got the problem lick- 
ed when they aren't sighted," Martin 
said. "We had a lot of complaints around 
the Des Plalnes River. We went out 
there and counted 40 rats. After we 
baited and removed the source of their 
food we saw none." 


MARTIN SAID the bait the city uses is 


safe for children and pets. Other animals 
won't go into a rat hole or the rat bait 
stations. "To my knowledge, no other 
type of animal has ever died from the 
rat baiting," he said. 


In addition to the bait stations, rat 


holes are poisoned. Martin said they go 
out and look for the rat holes in rock 
piles and areas where ground meets ce- 
ment. 


"We plug up one of the entrances. 


They open it up and find the bait," he 
said. Zap ... no more rats. 


If a rat problem does exist, it is gener- 


ally because people make it possible. 
"Rats are people-oriented. They like 
people food and people make it easy for 
them to exist," said Martin. 


The well-meaning resident who places 


bread out for the squirrels or seed out 
for birds may also be inviting rats. The 
homeowner 
with uncovered 
garbage 


cans, or ripped plastic garbage bags is 
harboring a great food supply for the ro- 
dents. 


THE "RAT LETTER" suggests: 
• Starve rats by better sanitation and 


by protection of food supply. 


• Store garbage In tightly covered 


metal containers. 


• Store food in tightly covered contain- 


ers of metal or glass. 


• Keep laundry soap, candles, wax pa- 


pers, etc. where rats cannot get at them. 


• Keep garbage can area, storage 


area and grounds free of garbage. 


• Store fruits and vegetables in refrig- 


erator or in rat-proof room. 


• Seal all holes rats use to enter build- 


ings — basement walls and floors — with 
good cement or concrete. See that all 
doors and windows fit tight. Make all 
doors self-closing and outward-opening 
and see to it that they are kept closed. 


• Tear out infested wooden basement 


floors and replace with concrete. Pile 
boards or lumber at least 18 inches 
above the ground. Remove old sheds and 
storage bins. 


• Keep premises clean and free of ac- 


cumulations of junk and debris. 


"When we send the letters out, It usu- 


ally gets people to clean up a little bit," 
Martin said.

The council previously denied the 


height variation in a 0 to 6 vote June 18 
after Scltz and Meyer presented 21 peti- 
tions signed by 407 residents opposing the 
project. 


CITY ATTY. Robert DILconardi sug- 


gested that rather than kill the project 
with a no vote the council might want to' 
table the report — giving Catholic Ceme- 
teries the opportunity to withdraw the 
height variation request and Instead ap- 
ply for a special use permit. The special 
use permit would not set the feared prec- 
edent, ho said. 


Homeowners of the 7th Ward had com- 


plained that mausoleum construction 
would start development of high-rise 
apartment buildings and cemetery offi- 
cials have ample space to build a short- 
er, but longer mausoleum. 


DILconardi said If tho mausoleum is 


constructed under special use it would 
have less influence on the next zoning 
case down the line.

Council OKs building occupancy ' 
The Sears 'football game' finally ends

Al 
Prlckctt for tho last two weeks. 


The quarterback, Aid. Ewald Swanson 


(6th), sold the council should do some- 
thing about tho Scars building con- 
troversy. 


THE CITY COUNCIL, after a few fum- 


bles, voted Monday night to have Prl- 
ckctt — "when It's proper" — re-issue a 
temporary occupancy permit for the 
building located at tho corner of Pearson 
and Minor streets. 


Before tho gamo ended, there was 


some debate on why tho Stewardl Dress 
Shop was allowed to operate a business 


in the building, during the last week, 
without an occupancy permit. 


The city council, July 2, voted to res- 


cind Prlckctt's original temporary per- 
mit because of 30 existing building code 
violations. Aldermen sold the building, 
which will also be the new headquarters 
for the temporary city hall, was unsafe 
with existing violations. 


Prlckctt disagreed with the aldermen, 


claiming the building In his judgment 
was safe and that the violations were 
being repaired. 


THE STEWARDI Dress Shop moved in 


while the first permit was in effect. After 
the permit was rescinded, Stewardl re- 
mained in tho building and opened for 
business July. 


"Ho shouldn't have been allowed to 


open his door for business," Aid. Carmen 
Sarlo (6th) said. 


Sarlo asked for a legal opinion from 


City Atty. Robert DiLconardi at the 
council meeting Monday night. 


"The answer is n technical one. The 


business should not have been allowed to 
operate, but I don't see It as a technical 
problem now, but a practical one," 
DILconardi said. 


D I L e o n a r d i said "serious consid- 


eration" should be mode since the repair 
work bn the'building is "so close" to 
completion. 


"Now. in the llth hour, it would be 


foolish to take action to remove every- 
one from the building. I'm not saying 
this action should not have been taken 
two weeks ago." 


He said he was unaware that anyone 


was operating a business, until It was 
brought to his attenion earlier this week. 


Sarlo said he doesn't want to "see this 


happen again" and If administrators are 
unavailable or on vacation, the responsi- 


bility should not have to come back to 
the council. 


PRICKETT HAD said he would not 


take action until he was directed by the 
city council, since they had decided to 
rescind the permit he Issued. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel said, at a press 


conference yesterday, "I think the coun- 
cil acted improperly in voting two weeks 
ago." Behrcl criticized the report of 30 
different violations listed in a letter sent 
to the aldermen. 


The report didn't show what section of 


the code was violated or whether a viola- 
tion was under the fire or building code, 
Behrel said.

There would be no problem with a dis- 
trict program.

the program. 


• Some of the parent organizations use 


profits from the lunch program 
for 


school activities. A district 
program 


would eliminate such profit. 


According to Smiley, most of the neigh- 


boring school districts have some type of 
lunch program, but Dist. 59 has traditio- 
nally avoided one. 


"Many, many years ago, the board de- 


cided that going home for lunch was part 
of the educational program. The kids 
would go home and the parents would be 
there to accept them," said Smiley. 


DEVELOPING a program would also 


be a problem because most of the dis- 
trict's schools have no kitchens or lunch- 
rooms. 


Smiley sold that when the district was 


going through its explosive growth period 
during the 1960s, the board was forced to 
decide between learning centers at each 
school or lunch rooms — there was not 
enough money for both. 1 
> board de- 


cided on learning centers. 


"A hot lunch program would encour- 


age more kids to stay at school. Some 
schools are already forced to use class- 
rooms for lunch," said Smiley.

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Simple eccentricity

CONCORD, Moss. — Ho was born in a 


JVew England town where his neighbors 
were literary and philosophical glnnts, 
«ut today his writings and his Ideas have 
eclipsed all of them. 
'. lie lived for over a year in a one-room 
.robin close by Waldcn Pond — an act 
>hlch marked him as an oddball and an 
rcccntrlc In the community. 
• Against the genteel traditions of the 
lime, he went to jail for refusing to pay a 
)>oll tax. Perhaps to avoid the blot on the 
family's name, a relative paid the tax- 
ior him. 
• lie wrote a handful of books about na- 
lure, all of which were dismal financial 
failures. He died in 1862, unheralded In 
jils native Concord. 
\ Later, critics termed him a stoic, a 
moralizcr, an arsonist, an egoist, a fa- 
Ihcr-hatcr, a banal writer, an anarchist, 
Ji nature writer, a failed scientist, a mys- 
}lc "in the best sense of the word" and a 
friendly and congenial man. 
\ HIS NAME IS Henry David Thorcau 
and every summer since 1941, this man's 
tacmory has been honored as his faithful 
disciples and students have gathered in 
sturdy Concord. Mass., to recall the man 
and the works of his life. 
: They gather In the First 
Parish 


Meetinghouse, an Imposing white New 
England church, to hear Thorcau eulo- 
gized and Interpreted, to total up the 
past work of the Thorcau Society, to 
break bread together, to become rcac- 
quaintcd with one another and to trudge 
the wooded paths Thorcau followed more 
than 100 years ago. 


This post weekend, almost to the day 


of the anniversary of his birth, it was no 
different. About ISO persons — most of 
vhorn drive to Concord every July — 
heard anthropologist Lorcn Elscloy probe 
Tliorcau's philosophy. <Ac a roast beef 
lunch off paper plates In the sweltering 
basement of the church and walked 
along shaded paths In the Great Mead- 
ows National Wildlife Refuge near Con- 
cord. 


Those who come arc hollcvcn who ac- 


cept the works and 
legends about 


Thorcau with Intense belief hut also with 
scholarly Interest. And they are accept- 
ing and honoring the man at a moment 
In history when Henry David Thorcau 
has become a highly visible American 
literary and cultural hern. 


WALDEN. HIS study of life away from 


the society of man, has been translated 
Into virtually every world language. 
Once regarded as nothing beyond a 
simple nature study, Its philosophy of 
"simplify, simplify, simplify!" is read 
and reread by students and city dweller." 
seeking that simple life. 


Beyond Waldcn and other works deal- 


ing with nature Is an essay "Civil Dis- 
obedience." regarded today as a source 
of belief for Mahatama Gandhi and Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. The recorder of 
the wonders of nature Is now to be re- 
garded by some as the father of dissent, 
of uphcavcl and of social change In the 
modern world. 


Today there Is a Waldcn In Schaum- 


burg. III., and a Waldcn site on the 
moon. There are Walden eyeglasses and 
a New Yorker cartoonist pokes gentle 
fun at It all by showing a "Thoreaubur- 
gcr" stand In the woods. The man, his 
pond and his Ideas now live on Mudison 
Avenue as well us In Concord. 


YET. AS TIIOKEAU'S fame Increases 


around the world, the Thorcau Society Is 
a clear pool of serenity, carrying on In 
an orderly manner the propagation of In- 
terest — and protection — of the man 
and his works. 


On Saturday, as the current Thorcau 


Society president gavels the annual 
meeting to order (he uses a gavel made 
from the door of a Thorcau homiM. Wal- 
ter Hording, a man largely responsible 
for the orderliness and serenity-watches. 


Harding, an affable and greying man, 


helped found the Society 32 years ago. 
Ho Is the academician entrusted with 
preserving the man's literary history, 
and he's secretary-treasurer ot the 
Society. 


Near him Is a "digger" - Rowland 


Bobbins, an archcaologist who excavated 
the original cabin site at Waldcn In 1U15. 
Robblns Is a vivaciously friendly mnn 
who slaps your back with a physical exu- 
berance uncharacteristic of the society. 


There is also In the audience a radio

shops with the key chains and ash trays 
bearing the likeness of Revolutionary 
War heroes are closing. Oddly, there are 
few Thoreau trinkets In this town; 
there's a blase attitude towards Thorcau. 
Perhaps there is much other history to 
attend to. 


Later in the evening, the Thoreau 


meeting ends with an NET-produccd film 
called the "The Captain of a Huckleberry 
Party" and a slide show which honors 
the faithful member who died earlier this 
year. 


The gavel's passed to a new president, 


and McGlll concludes, "You can go home 
now." Onco again, this time in 1973, 
Thoreau day has been completed. 


There's no simple, isolated reason why 


these persons drawn together every year 
to honor this American writer. "To read 
Walden is like coming home," a woman 
says, and Robbins, the archeologlst, Is 
asked why so many believe so strongly 
in this Concord writer: 


"Lots of people arc hooked on the 


Bible, aren't they?" he says. 


ALMOST EVERYONE, It seems, as- 


serts faith that they will return next year 
and that the society will remain constant 
in a changing world. "We're going to be 
doing the same thing in 20 years," a 
woman says but she adds that the 
woman says but she adds that the 
society- will continue to adapt itself to 
Thoreau's increasing popularity. 


Indeed, most will return 1974, 1&75 and 


1075, which Thoreauvians nervously re- 
member is the nation's 200th birthday. 


The handshakes of friendship will be re- 
peated, new and old legends about 
Thoreau will be discussed in the same 
overheated church and the Thoreauvians 
will continue to speculate just what 
WOULD Thoreau have done today if 
faced by any given set of circumstances. 


Outside, beyond the ring of lights in 


Concord's downtown, Thoreau lies in 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery. The man whom 
Eiselcy called a "serene radical" is 
undisturbed by those who honor and con- 
sider him. Only through Ills books — and 
in the imaginations of those who believe 
in him — does he speak with his friends.

again about Thorcau, they must hear 
about the business of the society. Har- 
ding reads the treasurer's report, and 
the society's made a modest sum of mon- 
ey during the past 12 months. A fund is 
established to honor a member who died 
this spring; It provides $1,000 to purchase 
rare Thorcau manuscripts "on the mar- 
ket." 


There is, however, a basic and vital 


philosophical decision facing the society 
at this year's meeting. The sodety en- 
joys a special tax-exempt status, but a 
motion is on the floor to determine 
whether that status shall continue or 
whether the society shall take political 
stands and thus lose this protection. 


The tax deduction Is "Incidental," says 


Pros. Frederick McGlll, and he urges ac- 
ceptance of the motion to keep the 
society as It is. Thorcau would have 
wished the group to mind Its own busi- 
ness, to speak out Its own minds and to 
let the nlcghbors speak for themselves, 
he says. 


A woman counters, "We're doing his

Thoreau's steps to be retraced. A tour 
leaves for Copan, a nature walk In which 
40 or 50 persons trudge two miles 
through 83 degree heat along a well-worn 
footpath. Otherwise, there's a panel dis- 


cussion on "Thoreauvians and the Am- 
nesty Issue." 


There is time, too, for Walden Pond. 


When Thoreau's cabin faced it, there 
were few 30 to 40-foot-hlgh trees that now 
enclose the site. Thoreau could see al- 
most back to the road, it is said. 


Today, the pine- trees cool the tourists 


as they walk towards the cairn where the 
cabin stood. Four stone markers sur- 
round the site and a bronze plaque iden- 
tifies the location. Beyond, Walden Pond 
is glass-like in the sunlight. 


TO THE PERENNIAL horror of many 


Thoreauvians, there is a beach hidden 
beyond the bend of the pond, a beach 
crowded on hot July afternoons with per- 
sons and with picnic rubbish. Of special 
concern to the Thoreau followers are 
those bathers and "hippies," as they call 
them, who wander too far around the 
lake, threatening to desecrate the site 
with litter and with indiscriminate swim- 
ming near the cabin. 


Today, a frog croaks in the afternoon's 


falling sunshine, near a shallow lagoon. 
Several hundred feet away and shielded 
by the trees, cars slow in traffic near the 


Waldcn Breezes trailer Court. The world 
is very near today to Thoreau's pond. 


Later, as night falls over the Mas- 


sachusetts woods, the Boston and Maine 
railroad's commuter trains pass near 
Walden Pond and the Thoreau Lyceum, 
a bookstore and historical center for 
Thoreau's followers. Out back there's a 
wood cabin tailored faithfully after the 
Walden cabin. 


And, in the grass and seated at long 


tables arc about 50 members of the 
Society. They arc chatting while eating 
box lunches of cold fried chicken, potato 
salad and chocolate chip cookies.

Chesney set to step down 


Some criticisms become so Ingrained 


In people's minds they go on forever. 


For example, you can always charge 


that newspapers only print bad news and 
no matter what the truth Is people will 
nod In agreement. 


And, when you want to criticize 


schools, you can always complain that 
there are huge wastes when school build- 
ings stand empty all summer. Your lis- 
teners will seldom question that, because 
It's been accepted os true for so long. 


THE ONLY PUODLEM Is — It's get- 


ting less and low true, particularly In 
this area. During the past few years 
school districts have gone to tuition free 
summer schools and the number of stu- 
dents using the buildings during the sum- 
mer, both In elementary and high 
schools, has Increased. 


This summer 7.040 students arc regis- 


tered for the first semester of High 
School Dlst. 214's summer school pro- 
gram and 2,600 students were expected 
In the High School Dlst. 211 summer 
school program. 


Since about 18,000 students attend Dlst 


214 schools during the regular school 
year and about 0,000 attend Dlst. 211 
schools, the summer school figures mean 
that about 44 per cent of the Dlst. 214 
students and 28 per cent of the Dlst. 211 
students arc going to summer school. 


LOOKING AT those numbers, you can 


conclude the schools are "unused" all 
summer? 


Sure, If there was an official 12-month 


school year In any of the school districts, 
those percentages of studcngs going to 
school In the summer would go up. In 
addition, the school districts would prob- 
ably have to spend the money to air-con- 
tlltlon all their buildings. Right now, you 
sec, students are In the sometimes hot 
buildings voluntarily. If they wcro forced 


to suffer through the summer, the hue 
and cry would be deafening. 


In fact, most of the school districts'In 


this area have pretty respectable sum- 
mer school programs — with the num- 
bers of students attending making It a 
far cry from the days when only people 
who were flunking went to summer 
school. 


Enough high school students these 


days arc going to summer school to 
cause still another problem for school of- 
ficials — more and more students are 
graduating early, before they've finished 
the normal four years. 


MOST SCHOOL officials try to dis- 


courage the practice, believing that It Is 
good for the students to stay in school for 
the full four years, but the trend has 
continued. 


The problem Is one that can't be taken 


lightly. Recently some High School Dlst. 
214 board members suggested the dis- 
trict ought to start providing graduating 
ceremonies In January at all schools for 
students who graduate early. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert replied that, 


since the district's policy was not to en- 
. courage early graduation, it might be In- 
consistent to provide graduation ceremo- 
nies. 


How long school officials will be able 


to officially discourage early graduation 
Is on open question. It's becoming appar- 
ent that for some students at least, the 
early graduation from high school is a 
good alternative, allowing them to start 
college early, work and earn extra mon- 
ey or just plain take some time off. 


Who knows, maybe eventually the old 


criticism that schools aren't used all 
summer will be replaced by a new one — 
when people start asking why kids don't 
stay In school for four years Instead of 
going to summer school and getting out 
early. 


Another Democratic township com- 


mltteeman, Chester Chesney of Elk 
Grove Township, soon will announce his 
resignation. 


James L. McCabe, Wheeling Township 


Democratic committeeman, announced 
last week that he will step aside from his 
post when a successor Is named by his 
precinct captains. 


Chesney said yesterday that he will 


formally announce his resignation in Sep- 
tember, as he nears the end of his third 
four-year term as committeeman. 


A long-time precinct committeeman in 


Chicago and one-term U.S. congressman, 
former Chicago Bears football player 
Chesney said, "It's time to get some new 
faces Into the leadership." 


HE ADDED that he did not feel that 


someone else will cause any disruption in 
the township organization, though he 
speculated there could well be a contest 
for the job in the primary elections next 
spring. 


Chesney said he saw a number of pos- 


sible contenders for the job and specula- 
ted that whoever is appointed to succeed 
him for the remainder of his term in the 
fall might face one or more challengers 
next spring. 


Any possible contest, he said, would 


spring from ambition for political ad- 
vancement by two or more members of 
the Elk Grove organization, but he pre- 
dicted that such a contest would be "a 
friendly one" with no damaging effects 
on organization unity. 


Among the obvious candidates for.the 


Chester 
Chesney 


job is William Rose, proprietor of the 
Maitre d' Restaurant in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, and the 3rd District Democratic 
candidate for the state Senate in 1972. 


Ross said yesterday he definitely 


would'like to take over Chesney's post 
and will seek Chesney's support for the 
appointment.

PRESS AIDES to Gov. Daniel Walker 


have taken mild exception to some of the 
reportage of the governor's announce- 
ment of plans for an Interstate highway 
spanning the Chicago area from Wauke- 
gan to Park Ridge. 


They feel two points were somewhat 


misconstrued by a number of reporters, 
including this one. 


Most stories about the governor's an- 


nouncement that the long-planned high- 
way linking suburban areas with other 
expressways and providing a high-speed 


bypass of Chicago incorporated criticism 
by others that the road was not "new." 


A press staffer pointed out that Walker 


noted specifically in his announcement 
that most of the planning and public 
.hearings necessary for the construction 
had been completed before he took of- 
fice, so that the plan could be carried 
forth immediately. 


He did, indeed, and this reporter and 


others overlooked that point in their re- 
ports. The difference, the aide reminded, 
is that the road has been given Interstate 
designation, providing for greater federal 
financing. 


/ 


THE OTHER exception to the reports 


was that the new highway was widely 
cited as Walker's alternative to the 
Crosstown Expressway. The aide pointed 
out that Walker has always opposed the 
Crosstown and does not consider the 
"beltline" expressway through the sub- 
urbs "an alternative." 


With or without the suburban ex- 


pressway, the governor's office said, 
Walker still considers completion of the 
Crosstown unacceptable in terms of the 
thousands of families whose homes 
would need to be razed. 


The "alternative" interpretation, how- 


ever, was a natural one, taken in most 
newspapers, due to Walker's direct com- 
parison with the costs and the number of 
persons to be displaced by each road 
plan, and by his claim that the new road 
w o u l d ease pressure on city ex- 
pressways, negating any need for com- 
pletion of the Crosstown. 


Some industries to get 
exemptions from Phase IV 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A few in- 


dustries likely will get an immediate ex- 
emption from Phase IV economic con- 
trols, to bo announced today, but the re- 
lief will come too late for 43 companies 
that wcro forced to close by the price 
freeze. 


The companies that have shut down to 


ovoid losing money during the current 
freeze Include 11 big meat-packing plants 
with annual sales of more than $50 mil- 
lion. The council said pork producers 
were especially hard hit by the freeze 
and earlier meat price ceiling restric- 
tions. 


Director John T. Dunlop of the Cost of 


Living Council (CLC) told reporters 
Phase IV - the "fairly tough" stabilize- 
tlon program — will Include a procedure 
for exempting companies and Industries 
that can prove they arc not contributing 
significantly to the nation's inflationary 
problem. 


It would glvo tho council a means of 


gradually phasing out wage-price con- 
trols on much of the economy while con- 
centrating on Industries where price and 
wage Increases have been excessive. 


Asked If some Industries would get an 


exemption at the outset of Phase IV, 
Dunlop replied: "It's conceivable... but 
not many." 


DUNLOP ALSO declined to speculate 


how long Phase IV would last. "It's quite 
unlikely that anyone would put a date on 
these matters," ho said. 


Despite the hardships of the freeze — 


which have forced livestock producers to 
destroy breeding stock and have encour- 
aged some vegetable and fruit growers 
to bypass middlemen and sell directly to 
retailers as a way of beating celling 
price rules — council officials sold they 
had found no evidence of price gouging. 


Reflecting on the effects of the freeze, 


which began June 13, Dunlop said he has 
been surprised and disturbed by the var- 
ied reaction of Americans to the latest 
set of controls. Farmers have been angry 
but consumers generally view the freeze 
as a blessing. 


SEVERAL KEY administration offi- 


cials and advisers In recent days have 
urged a quick end to all controls, count- 
ering arguments of liberal economists 
who advocate some sort of continuing 
government oversight of wage-price be- 
havior. 


On this issue, Dunlop said ho docs not 


advocate permanent controls. But ho 
said economic stabilization had been 
helpful at certain periods. 


For the present, Dunlop said, "we in- 


tend to put In place a fairly tough Phase 
IV program" while at the same time 
"developing a credible procedure" for 


the company or Industry that says "I 
want out." 


Before the controls arc ended, Dunlop 


said, conditions should be ripe for lifting 
both wage and price restrictions at once.

Private schools on the increase in U. S. 
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Killtnri Note: Till* spcclnl report ex- 


amine* HIP nitonMihig proliferation of 
prlvnlc school* In the United Slates, and 
the reasons therefore.

In n land that prides Itself on a free 


educational system, one of every 10 
American school children today attends 
a private school. 


There nrc SI million pupils in classes 


from kindergarten through the 12th 
grade In the United States. Almost one- 
fourth of the population. 


More than S million of them nrc paying 


for their birthright. 


.Private or Independent schools arc un- 


dergoing change and tremendous growth 
la numbers — IflO new private schools 
orjenc<l In California alone in the past 
year and n half. Tills despite the dimin- 
ishing number of school-age children and 
the subsiding baby boom. 


•There arc fewer school-age children to- 


ddy than to years ago but, curiously, the 
number of nonpublic schools — aside 
from Roman Catholic Institutions — has 
increased by 66 per cent in the past dec- 
ade. 


.THE TREND WOULD appear to re- 


fleet a growing Indictment of our public 
school systems. There are fewer children 
in private schools than 10 years ago, but 
this Is because of the dccicasu in popu- 
lation growth and because Catholic 
school enrollment has declined by 17 per 
cent in the same period as more and 
more parochial schools •- due mainly to 
economics — close their doors. 


Catholic students account for some 


two-thirds of nonpubllc school enroll- 
ment, but the percentage has been drop- 
ping steadily as costs of private educa- 
tion rise and the number of priests, 
brothers and nuns available for teaching 
declines. 


Catholic schools nbo are suffering 


from a continuing public school malady 
— overcrowded classrooms. 


The student-teacher ratio Is a prime 


reason for the expanding independent 
school movement In ajmost every section 
of the country. Parents Increasingly 
want more Individual attention for their 
offspring. 


In many schools the student-teacher 


ratio is as much as 33-1. Often higher. 
Private schools bring that figure down to 
as low as 5-1, although the average, ac- 
cording to the California Association of 
Independent Schools, is nearer 9-1. 


ALONG WITH THE dramatic decline 


la Catholic schools nationwide, military 
schools have been on the wane since 
Vietnam. 


Item: "The once burgeoning California 


Military school field took another step to- 
ward oblivion today with the announce- 
ment that Harding Military Academy, 
Glcndora, Calif., will be sold at auction 
April 4." From an auctioneer's an- 
nouncement this year. 


Harding was the sixth California mili- 


tary school to close in the last five years. 


i'Thc story Is about the same in the 


rest of the country," sold a spokesman 
for Indiana's famed Culver Military 
Academy which has suffered a slipping 
enrollment. 


"We credit the falling enrollment to a 


reaction to the authority in boarding 
schools and the military in general, 
along with the Increase of costs." Ho 
guessed there were only 40-45 military 
schools remaining In the United States. 


The greatest number of private schools 


is found in the North Atlantic area of the , 
country with 23 per cent, Including paro- 
chial schools. But the greatest gain In 
the pnst decade Is In the Southeast where 
independent schools skyrocketed 242 per 
cent since busing became an issue and 
southern public schools were forced to 
integrate. 


NEWTON K. CHASE of the California 


Department of Education said, "Some 
private schools are founded for the 
wrong reasons. But others arc started 
because of the growing crime rate."

Security officers patrolled halls In the 


Co'mpton school, a not uncommon mani- 
festation In other parts of the country 
Including New York, where crimes of 
drug pushing, vandalism, shootings and 
rape take place on school grounds. 


''More Important than fear or dismay 


In! a parent's decision to send a child to 
private school Is the quality of educa- 
tion," Chase said. "Independent schools 
range from ultra-progressive to very 
conservative. 


"The only law In California governing 


private or alternative schools Is that they 
must register each year with the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction." 


U Is surprisingly simple to start a pri- 


vate school in any state. 


IN ALMOST EVERY case the new 


school need only register Its Intent, loca- 
tion and provide names of the founders, 
along with assurances the school will be 
nonprofit. 


Now York, which leads the nation with 


733,000 private school students, enforces 
specific standards on proposed private 
schools, requiring them to meet building 
codes, fire standards, and have an 
educational program equivalent to the 
public schools. 


Now York also presents a dramatic 


picture of the decline In the number of 
Catholic students attending parochial 
schools. In IOCS there were approximate- 
ly 800,000 enrollments. In 1972 the (iguru 
was 608,000. The loss was 26.24 per cent 
or a decline of 212,000 In seven years. 


J. Alan Dovltt, executive secretary, 


New York State Council of Catholic 
School Superintendents, says the econom- 
ic crunch is principally responsible for 
tho Catholic school problem. 


"Also there Is tho whole question of 


cnnnBlnn tastes," ho said. "Families arc 


no longer under pain of going to that oth- 
er place if their children don't go to 
Catholic schools. There's more Individual 
responsibility for that 
determination. 


And for someone whose pocketbook is 
feeling the crunch, this Is where the bite 
comes." 


PRIVATE SCHOOLS, however, dis- 


tinguish between parochial schools — 
listing Catholic schools separately from 
other church-affiliated Institutions and 
nonoffiliatcd schools. 


The growth statistics gathered by tho 


Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare arc interesting. 


While Catholic schools dropped in num- 


ber of students by 17 per cent In the na- 
tion, other affiliated schools jumped by 
48.9 per cent and, astonishingly, by 02.9 
per cent of nonofflllated schools in the 
past 10 years. 


What docs an independent school offer 


that the public schools do not? 


Ono answer comes from The Buckley 


School In Los Angeles, Calif. 


It was founded In 1933 by Dr. Isabella 


P. Buckley, author of the book, "College 
Begins at Two," as a preschool and kin- 
dergarten. Today the school has a new 
modern campus for 750 students from 
nursery (2 year olds) to the 12th grade. 


"The difference Is educational philoso- 


phy," Dr. Buckley said. "Our motto is 
'Self-expression through self-discipline." 


"Good teachers want to teach in an en- 


vironment of order and courtesy. Aca- 
demically If students can't keep up they 
are tutored or must leave. Our school Is 
not geared to the slowest learners." 


THE DUCKLEY SCHOOL has been in- 


tegrated for more than 20 years with 
blacks, Latins and Orientals enrolled. 
Tho faculty Is international with teachers 
of Chinese, Filipino, French, Armenian, 
Greek, Russian and Turkish 
back- 


grounds. 


"Behavioral discipline and character 


training is as important as the academic 
subjects," Dr. Buckley said. 


"Private schools will continue to grow 


because public schools are poor. So 
many teachers came from Freudian con- 
cepts taught at the University of Chi- 
cago and Columbia that studenst are 
now paying the price. 


"I think many parents arc sending 


their children to independent schools in 
search for moral values. We endorse four 
aspects at our school: spiritual growth, 
academic fulfillment, emotional release 
and physical coordination." 


Unlike many schools, public and pri- 


vate, Buckley's curriculum stresses 
mathematics, languages, and homework 
as early as tho first grade. Latin is of- 
fered all high school students. 


Sara Rugg, executive secretary of the 


California Association of Independent 
Schools, said private schools arc a tradi- 
tion in the East and a relatively new, but 
fast-growing phenomenon in the West. 


"THE PUBLIC school system grew out 


of private schools in New England," she 
said. "Here in the West the reverse is 
true. 


"There is more respect for private 


education in the East. But attitudes are 
changing in other parts of the country. 
People are sending children to private 
schools for a stronger academic pro- 
gram. 


"Many families arc 
fighting 
per- 


missiveness. They want discipline, con- 
trol and Intellectual exchange for their 
children. Private schools provide a 
strong liberal arts education as opposed 
to vocational or technical training." 


The California Association of Indepen- 


dent Schools (CAIF) represents 61 inde- 
pendent schools and is located in Santa 
Barbara. 


Research for these schools shows that 


tuition varies from $600 -$1,450 per year 
for kindergarten and $1,323-$1,950 for 
high schools per annum. Boarding 
schools average from $2,800-$4,000 an- 
nually. 


Another reason for the increasing num- 


ber of independent schools is the great 
number of graduates who score suf- 
ficiently high in college board exam- 
inations to allow them their choice of 
higher education. 


As for faculties in private schools, Dr. 


Nicolas Knrazlssls, a Buckley School 
principal, said, "In many cases public 
school teachers earn more money and 
have tho protection of pension plans. But 
In big city schools a teacher feels he 
should enter his classes with a whip and 
a chair to maintain order — but not 
teach — for an hour at a time."

HIGH SCHOOLS generally lag behind 


elementary and junior high schools In 
number throughout the United States. 


The sixth grade, for example, repre- 


sented 11.8 per cent of private school stu- 
dents while the llth grade accounted for 
8.3 per cent. 


The general consensus among many 


educators and Independent school associ- 
ations is that public schools in various 
areas of the country are not doing as 
effective a job of educating children as 
they should. There are exceptions, of 
course. 


In addition 
to 'educational short- 


comings, by and large the feeling is that 
drugs, crime and permissiveness are 
driving many families — especially in 


large cities — away from public in- 
stitutions of learning to the private sec. 
tor. 


Busing and Integration have been a 


factor in the growth of Independent 
schools in the South and to a lesser de- 
gree in those cities in other parts of the 
country where desegregation has been 
ordered. 


Boarding schools, military academies 


and parochial schools are on the wane 
for the same reasons in some cases, and 
for vastly different ones In others. But 
economics is a major factor in all. 


It remains significant that more and 


more Americans are willing to pay tui- 
tion fees to private schools while contin- 
uing to pay taxes for public education.

Let's open up 
transit talks 


Before we play, place your cards down face up! 


In the regrettable political at- 


mosphere in which the most pow- 
erful governmental figures in Illi- 
nois have immersed the crucial 
question of mass transportation, 
there is one maneuver which is 
worthy of praise. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has chal- 


lenged the other protagonists in 
this battle to state publicly their 
solution!! for the question of mass 
transit in the six-county metropoli- 
tan arcn before there is any high- 
level meeting between them to ar- 
rive at a compromise. 


Walker's suggestion came in re- 


sponse to a proposal by Republican 
Speaker of the Mouse W. Robert 
Blair that the governor meet with 
him. Somite President William C. 
Harris and Chicago Mayor Richard 
J. Daley so that they could work 
out n plan which could be sold to 
thd General Assembly in October. 


We endorse the idea of such a 


meeting, because it is probably in- 
evitable that some accord be 
reached between those four before 
any workable mass transit pro- 
gram can be enacted. 


However, there is great merit in 


the governor's proposal that all the 
alternatives be laid out in public so 
that the people can know what al- 
ternatives are going to be dis- 
c u s s e d , presumably behind a 
closed door. 


Such "legislative conferences" 


arc a familiar tool to Speaker 


Blair, who invariably attacks all 
complex matters in the General 
Assembly by going into private 
huddles with Republican President 
Harris and their Democratic count- 
c r p a r t s . Sen. Cecil Partee, 
D-Chicago, and Rep. Clyde Choate, 
D-Anna. The greatest number of 
major legislative decisions under 
Blair's 
spcakcrship 
have 
been 


made in such conferences, while 
members of the legislature cool 
their heels awaiting their march- 
ing orders from the leadership. 


Seldom do the majority of mem- 


bers know what the legislature is 
going to do on the critical issues 
until the word comes out of the 
conference in the speaker's cham- 
bers. 


And when the deal falls through, 


the elected representatives of the 
people arc left to draw their own 
conclusions about who reneged on 
what, or who proposed what al- 
ternative, or what was traded be- 
hind the closed door. 


Mr. Blair now proposes that the 


same tactic be employed in hash- 
ing out the mass transit issue, per- 
haps because he has no desire for 
the voters to know what he is will- 
ing to trade on the issue. 


We support Gov. Walker's de- 


mand that all the cards be laid out 
on the table and we anxiously 
await the unveiling of his plan, 
which he has promised in the near 
future.

Store thieves 


Consumers who think high prices 


these days amount to robbery arc 
clqscr to the truth than they may 
think. 


Theft actually adds between 15 


and 30 per cent to the cost of every 
article purchased in retail outlets, 
merchandisers estimate. 


thefts come in two forms — 


shoplifting and pilfering. And the 
latter, theft by a firm's own em- 
ployes, is by far the most prevalent 
arid costly. In one investigation of 
massive inventory losses in a ma- 
jor department store chain, old- 
fashioned shoplifters accounted for 
only 25 per cent. The rest of the 
chain's losses were at the hands of 
its own employes. 


Since department stores are not 


organized 
as 
philanthropic 
in- 


stitutions, the bill for thefts is not 
absorbed but is passed along to 
cdstomcrs. An expert in the field, 
Guardsmark. Inc., a major private 
security service, estimates the bill, 


the total annual loss through em- 
ploye pilfering, at a minimum $5 
billion and probably closer to $15 
billion. 


While occasional, and usually 


petty, pilfering is widespread, only 
a small percentage of employes — 
estimated at 7 to 8 per cent—steal 
systematically. But these are re- 
sponsible for most of the losses. 


Pilfering has spurred the growth 


of a new industry, the professional 
security service which has largely 
replaced the local store detective 
in large enterprises. The services 
bring greater sophistication to the 
task — trained personnel, elec- 
tronic surveillance devices, scien- 
tifically devised screening and hir- 
ing procedures — but at a cost 
which, since stores are not philan- 
thropic . . . 


It is indeed a problem, most of 


all for the consumer who one way 
or the other ends up paying for the 
high cost of pilfering. 


Korean progress

ticular notice of the occasion, but 
July 1073 marks the 20th anni- 
versary of the Korean Armistice. 


And come August, it will be one 


year since the two Koreas decided 
to take the next step and begin dis- 
cussions on eventual reunification, 


a goal that still appears as distant 
and difficult of achievement as 
ever.

Haldeman's 'political' personnel

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Despite the de- 


parture of former White House Chief of 
Staff H. R. (Bob) Haldcman, his ghost 
continues to be seen in the tough effort to 
Impose partisan political standards on 
the career civil service. 


The White House is pushing a govern- 


ment-wide effort 
to enforce political 


clearances on all promotions, Wrings 
and transfers down to the GS-11 level — 
far below the "policy positions" of GS-15 
and above where most administrations 
have injected a political factor. 


The leader of the Nixon Adminis- 


tration's game plan since Haldeman's 
departure in mid-May has been Fred- 
crick Mnlck, former White House person- 
nel boss under Haldcman and now a dep- 
uty director of the Office of Management 
and Budget. 


The plan conceived by Haldcman and 


former Special Assistant to the President 
John D. Ehrlichmnn came to light during 
the testimony of former White House 
Counsel John W. Dean III in connection 
with "the enemies list" and the exercise

of total government power to do favors 
for "friends" and "to screw our political 
enemies." 


Unnoticed is the continued existence of 


the White House-oriented network pur- 
suing a program to undermine indepen- 
dence of Cabinet officers and agency 
heads and "to maximize" the political 
Influence on personnel placement as a 
means of controlling agency decisions. 


The current unofficial "enemy list" 


stretches beyond the liberal Democrats 
who were outspoken in their opposition to 
President Nixon's Vietnam War policies. 
It also Includes Republicans who have 
had the audacity to criticize the Nixon 
White House. Persons listed range from 
Senator Robert Dole, the conservative 
Kansas Republican, to Senator Lowell 
Weicker, a Republican liberal who has 
been an outspoken critic of the Water- 
gate matter. 


Senator Mark Hatfield, the liberal Re- 


publican from Oregon; Senator Charles 
Percy, an Independent-minded and out- 
spoken Illinois Republican, and such con- 
servatives as Representatives William 
Scherle and H. R. Gross, of Iowa, and 
Representative John Ashbrook of Ohio 
are included. 


The standard of loyalty is not mea- 


sured in terms of liberal or conservative 
or even in Republican party support, but 
it Is measured In degrees of obedience to 
the Nixon White House and its programs 
and policy pronouncements as to what is 
good or bad for the country. 


Those who are not adaptable are not 


"team players" and were to be dealt 
with accordingly by Haldeman and Eh- 
rlichman in the months immediately af- 
ter Nixon's landslide victory last Novem- 
ber.

EDITORIAL: There's bad politics in 


the Republican suburbs, too. 


The first bold moves to solidify politi- 


cal control of all agencies came in Hal- 
deman's post-election demands for the 
submission of resignations by all in polit- 
ical policy-making jobs without regard 
for whether they had worked for the Re- 
publican Party and for the re-election of 
Nixon in 1972. 


The move cleared the way for appoint- 


ment of White House loyalists at top lev- 
els in all government agencies to admin- 
ister political loyalty tests to the depart- 
ments, to spy on the Cabinet officers or 
agency heads who exercised any inde- 
pendence and in some cases to take over 
effective operation of the agencies. 


With four years of experience behind 


them, with a corps of dedicated White 
House loyalists trained and tested, Hal- 
deman and Ehrllehman moved ahead to 
seize full political control of essentially 
all government programs. 


Transfer of Ehrllchman's chief lieuten- 


ant, Egil Krogh, to the number two spot 
in the Department of Transportation was 
a sample of the plan. Krogh, who had 
carried out the plumber assignment to 
burglarize the office of Daniel Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist, had proved his capability of 


carrying out sensitive political chores 
and keeping his mouth shut. 


Likewise, Job S. Magruder had com- 


mitted 
perjury 
and had 
destroyed 


records to prove his loyalty to the Halde- 
man-Ehrlichman gang. But, Magruder, 
deputy director for the Nixon re-election 
committee, was still hot property be- 
cause of unresolved Watergate problems. 


Magruder was told he couldn't be 


placed in a job that required Senate con- 
firmation because of his vulnerability re- 
sulting from his perjury, but he was 
placed in a $36,000-a-year top policy plan- 
ning job in the Department of Commerce 
and was promised a better post when the 
air cleared. 


Robert Odle, a former White House 


aide who was administrative officer at 
the Nixon re-election committee, didn't 
lie to the FBI or the federal grand jury 
because he apparently didn't have guilty 
knowledge of the Watergate plans. But, 
he had been discreetly quiet about a 
wide range of suspicious circumstances 
and was cleared for a high policy posi- 
tion in the Agriculture Department. 


When Watergate blew up, it exploded 


the jobs of Krogh, Magruder and Odle. 


But most of the remainder of the Halde- 
man-Erlichman "loyalty" program con- 
tinues under young men who fit the pat- 
tern for brightness, energy and, most of 
all, belief in the Nixon White House plan 
for political control of all government 
programs. 


This is a deliberate effort to undermine 


the independence of Cabinet officers who 
in many cases are simply convenient fig- 
ureheads and to enforce political stan- 
dards in the administration of govern- 
ment programs. 


Political favoritism in government pro- 


grams is not new. The previous Kennedy 
and Johnson Administrations have a 
proven record. And it is doubtful if any 
administration could completely eradi- 
cate political considerations if it wished 
to do so. 


What is new is the massive effort to 


enforce strict political loyalty standards 
down to the GS-11 level and to continue 
to try to execute that game plan in the 
face of the Watergate hearings \vhich are 
demonstrating that the dirty details are 
almost certain to be uncovered.

NEW YORK - Truth In the form of 


the present world monetary crisis con be 
itrnnger than the fiction Banker-Econo- 
mist Paul Erdmnn wove Into a best sell- 
er while spending a year in a 17th centu- 
ry Swiss jail. 


The 41-year-old boy banking genius, 


now out on ball on charges of allegedly 
frittering away $30 million In cocoa fu- 
tures speculation while heading the 
United California Bank of Basel, spins an 
eerily topical tale In the "Billion Dollar 
Sure Thing." 


In It, the U.S. president faces a crisis 


llko the one today. World speculators 
snap savagely at the dollar because it no 
longer b convertible Into gold. Russian 
sharpies plan to rape the dollar by mak- 
ing Its currency gold-convertible, but 
U.S. diplomats learn of the plan and de- 
cide to counter by making the dollar gold 
convertible at $135 per ounce. 


That amount, more than three times 


the Central Bank price today, would fill 
the dirty international plot and make the 
dollar supremo again. 


THE SUSPENSE AND timeliness of 


the novel have made it a best seller in 
Great Britain, its author a much-sought 
guest on major television shows and re- 
sulted In translation Into a dozen foreign 
languages. 


"We're going into paperback, of 


course," said Erdmnn, now living with 
his family and parents In Fort Louder- 
dale, Fla., "and there's a chance Holly- 
wood may pick it up." 


Erdman, who said he decided to write 


because "it was a bit boring, you know, 
In jail," started his novel by setting gold 
at $100 per ounce but had to go up to $135 
"just to keep up with the times." He told 
UPI that in the foreign editions he may 
change the figure to "$150 per ounce." 


Erdman, who advised several govern- 


ments on monetary matters before his 
bank got caught short In cocoa futures, 
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was asked what he thought about the 
"real" monetary crisis. 


"WELL, FOR ONE thing," he said, 


"The United States has been playing a 
very smart game. It let other countries 
take the brunt of it while making U.S. 
goods more valuable which is the name 
of the trading game. But now the U.S. 
must get off the dime, I think." 


How would this be done? 
"Very simple," said Erdraan. "But 


let's put it In the proper framework. The 
U.S. has been spending more than it 
sells, so a lot of dollars are floating 
around the world. About $100 billion are 
out now; maybe up to $60 billion In gov- 
ernment hands." 


Normally, with the U.S. prestige be- 


hind them, dollars in that amount 
wouldn't cause a monetary ripple. But 
Watergate, an Imbalance in trade and 
nagging Inflation have caused many 
speculators to look to the yen and the 
German mark as safer havens. So they 
have dumped dollars. 


How do we correct this? Erdman 


asked rhetorically. 


You sop up a lot of them through the 


International "swaps" system-using for- 
eign currencies on tap or credit to buy 
up unwanted dollars, thus strengthening 
them. On July IQth the Federal Reserve 
increased Its "swaps" arrangement with 
other Central Banks by $6.25 billion so 
that It now has almost $18 billion to play 
with. 


STRATEGIC INTERVENTION to sup- 


port the dollar, says Erdman, also would 
help correct the dollar situation. Appar- 
ently the U.S., through other countries, 
has been doing just that since July 8. 


But Erdman thinks that, realistically 


as well as fictionally, the biggest U.S. 
weapon would be to relink the dollar to 
gold at a premium price, in the $125 to 
$150 an ounce range. 


"That not only would make dollar king 


again," he said, "it also would raise the 
value of that gold In Fort Knox to about 
$35 billion. If that were done, and cur- 
rcnclcs again were pegged to dollar val- 
ues as In the past, I'll bet the Dow Jones 
would go up 100 points in three days."

Bank: controls 
may not work 


Economists at Chicago's Northern 


Trust Bank say a stiff control program 
now could actually add to the difficulty 
of controllng Inflation. 


It Is "questionable whether the clam- 


ping on of strict controls will work 
smoothly this second time around," says 
the bank's newsletter, Business Com- 
ment. 


"To a great — but Immeasurable — 


extent, recent price increases have sim- 
ply been the market's impersonal meth- 
od of rationing excess demand," explain 
the bank's economists. 


"If this function Is significantly wea- 


kened by Freeze II and Phase IV, the 
result could be growing shortages of 
various farm and Industrial products 
and, in consequence, even stronger un- 
derlying price pressures." 


The economists note that new wage- 


price-profit guidelines will alter the dis- 
tribution of income between the business- 
and consumer areas. This will affect 
both the ability and Incentive of these 
sectors to spend. Distortions could also 
be generated in the allocation of goods 
and services and an outbreak of hedge 
buying In anticipation of a later price 
bulge, cautions the bank.

Poll of executives 
Price controls are favored 


Tight price controls to fight Inflation 


are favored by a 55 per cent majority of 
U. S. financial company executives re- 
sponding to a survey conducted by Har- 
ris Bank in Chicago. 


The survey, fourth in a quarterly 


series Initiated last year, was directed to 
3,010 top level executives of banks, sav- 
ings and loans, finance companies, real 
estate investment trusts, insurance com- 
panies, and credit unions; and securities 
dealers and brokers and mortgage bank- 
ers to learn their opinions on economic 
issues and outlook through the third 
quarter of 1973. 


Prices, however, are the only area 


where most respondents opted for con- 
trols stronger than those of Phase III. Of 
those who wanted controls of any kind — 
prices, wages, rents, prime rate, profits 
— a time span of seven to 12 months 
seemed appropriate by most. Given 
Phase III conditions, the rate of inflation 
was expected to remain the same by 56 
per cent of the executives, while 25 per 
cent thought it would decrease through 
September. 


Personal finance 


Seventy-eight per cent of the execu- 


tives expected increased business activi- 
ty through the third quarter, down some- 
what from the 88 per cent who forecast 
the increased business activity of the 
first half of 1973 in an earlier survey. 
Increases in the prime rate, short-term 
Interest rates, and corporate profits — 
all of which have occurred — were fore- 
cast by two-thirds or more of the re- 
spondents. 


THE STOCK market, as measured by 


the Dow Jones Industrial Average, is ex- 
pected by half the financial executives to 
close In September at about the same 
level as in early April — the 930-970 
range. Of those forecasting a decrease in 
the Dow, 43 per cent look for a Septem- 
ber-end close of 850-900, only 8 per cent 
see it below 800. 


The executives' own optimism about 


consumer outlook is diminished — 44 per 
cent expecting a more optimistic con- 
sumer outlook as compared with 70 per 
cent over the previous three surveys. In- 
creased 
consumer spending through 


September is foreseen by 60 per

Employe's sick pay: 
a liberal tax benefit 


by CARLTON SMITH 


One of the most widely neglected tax 


savings is available to employes and em- 
ployers alike through the exclusion of 
sick pay from Social Security tax. 


Few employes seem to be aware of 


this provision of the tax laws — not to be 
confused with the sick pay exclusion for 
Income tax purposes, a complicated for- 
mula larded with many "ifs" and 
"whereases." 


The provision with respect to Social Se- 


curity tax is simple, and much more lib- 
eral. 


Any payments made to an employe, 


under a plan that continues full or par- 
tial pay when the employe Is off sick, 
can be excluded from the "wage base" 
on which the Social Security tax is lev- 
ied. 


THIS YEAR THE wage base is $10,800. 


That is, on your first $10,800 of earnings, 
you're taxed 5.85 per cent. You'll pay the 
same rate next year on the first $12,000 
of earnings. To any extent that you can 
reduce your taxable earnings below 
these amounts, you'll pay less tax. 


For example, an employe is currently 


earning exactly the wage base, $10,800. 
He is away from work because of sick- 
ness twice during the year — once for 
four days, another time for eight days. 
On the basis of a five-day week, his pay 
is $41.54 per day. Thus he can exclude 12 
days' pay, or $498.48, from the earnings 
on which he's taxed. 


Paying the 5.85 per cent tax on this 


lesser amount results in a saving of 
$29.16. 


THE SICK PAY plans of some employ- 


ers call for a certain percentage of the 
regular pay to be continued during peri- 
ods of sickness. In such coses, the 
amount actually received by the employe 
can be excluded from taxable earnings. 


Employers are also relieved of paying 


their matching Social Security tax, and 
Federal Unemployment tax as well, 
when an employe's sick pay is thus ex- 
cluded. 


A key feature of the law on excluding 


sick pay requires that payments be made 
pursuant to an established plan or sys- 
tem. In a number of cases, there have 
been problems over the question of 
whether an employer actually had an es- 
tablished plan, or only a loose policy.

Ho said to forget the diet and restricting 
of his activities. He scheduled a cys- 
toscopy but the bleeding stopped. He said 
if the bleeding started again he would do 
It then. 


Well, a month ago a spot was In his 


shorts and another one today. This 
wouldn't bo enough for the doctor to be 
able to see where It was coming from, 
but it sure worries me. Everyone I talk 
with about It says they have never heard 
of this in a boy, only in women. 


Is this very rare and does it have to be 


something serious? My son doesn't seem 
a bit concerned and says he has no pain. 


Dear Reader — There are several 


points along the urinary tract where 
bleeding can occur. It does happen some- 
times in young boys. It does not neces- 
sarily mean a serious disease. No one 
can tell the significance of bleeding, how- 
ever, without a complete examination. 
The blood has no relation to tho bleeding 
that Is seen in women. 


More often it will occur in tho urethra! 


tube to some form of Irritation or in the 
area around the prostate. In the absence 
of any symptoms it is unlikely to be due 
to an infection. Rarely, fresh blood of 
this type may Indicate a tumor and it 
can bo important. 


You should make an appointment with 


n doctor and let your son talk to the doc- 
tor alone. The doctor can talk to you af- 
terward concerning what he thinks 
should be done or If he thinks It is pos- 


sible to wait to see If the matter takes 
care of Itself. But I would not neglect 
seeing a doctor. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — In reference to your 


column on low blood sugar, I was sur- 
prised to see that the three important 
don'ts were not mentioned. 1. Don't 
smoke. 2. Don't drink alcoholic beve- 
rages. 3. Don't use caffeine (regular cof- 
fee) or strong tea. I have known this per- 
sonally (in my own case fo labile glucose 
levels, easily Influenced by disregard of 
the three don'ts plus excess carbohy- 
drate intake) for years and have also 
been so advised by my gastroenterolog- 
1st. 


When I adhere to a strict diet for some 


weeks then I can avoid frequent meals. I 
trust Info may be of value to other func- 
tional hypoglycemlcs. 


Dear Reader — I agree with your 


three don'ts. There have been several 
columns on low blood sugar and, because 
of limitations, in space, I've only been 
able to cover a imltcd number of points 
in each column. 


To the admonition not to drink coffee I 


would add a ban on even the decaffei- 
nated coffee If one also utilizes sugar and 
cream with the coffee. Incidentally, as I 
have discussed earlier, any liquid mate- 
rial passes immediately through the 
stomach. 


If it contains sugar it will enable a ra- 


pid absorption of sugar into the blood- 
stream causing a high rise in blood sug- 
ar followed by a rebound or fall later. 


While these three don'ts that you have 


written about are important, they will 
not obviate the necessity of using a prop- 
er diet plan emphasizing protein foods 
and natural foods to provide adequate 
roughage and eliminating foods rich in 
sweets.

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Employment for women 
Jobs are there for those who want one

Back-to-school sales have already hit 


the stores as tho buzz of preparation for 
autumn begins to heighten. 


It's a time for new beginnings — stu- 


dents begin a new academic year, busi- 
nesses begin now campaigns, organiza- 
tions have new officers and new agendas. 


Except for tho housewife. There's noth- 


ing new for her como September — Just 
the same old chores. 


But if she wishes she could have a 


piece of tho action, she has only herself 
to blamo for sitting at home. 


Involvement In that life that goes on 


out In tho world can come In many 
shapes and sizes, most of which arc now 
accessible to women. 


The heart of the matter is employ* 


mcnt. But what kind of work a woman 
doos, how much time she devotes to a 
Job, how much she gets paid - or wheth- 
er she does volunteer work, whether she 
goes back to school first to prepare for a 
specialized career — all of this Is up to 
her. 


ALREADY, WOMEN comprise some 


40 per cent of the work force, and that 
number is constantly Increasing as dis- 
crimination barriers crumble and as 
more- women become motivated to work 
outside the home. 


While about 42 per cent of working 


women arc supporting themselves and In 
many cases a family, more women than 
ever before arc seeking work as a means 
of self-fulfillment. And they arc being en- 
couraged by a wide range of employment 
counselors, social and psychiatric profes- 
sionals, who recognize a woman's need 
to feel a sonsc of accomplishment. 


That need is more critical today be- 


cause the sense of accomplishment can 
no longer come wholly from domestic 
work that has been taken over by mod- 
crn technology. Tnc need becomes espe- 
cially critical, according to experts, 
when a woman reaches tho state in life 
at which her children leava the home. 


BUT WHATEVER her motivation, and 


whatever her age, education or experi- 
ence, the woman who wants to work has 
many opportunities open to her. 


An Arlington Heights employment 


agency cxccutlvo — who happens to be a 
woman — reports that In the last two 
years, there have been "greatly in- 
creased Job opportunities for women lo- 
cally." 


Bca Harris, cxccutlvo director of Ro- 


land Arlington Heights, noted also that 
tho overall Job market has Improved sig- 
nificantly over a year or two ago. 


"There arc more Jobs than people 


now," she said. 


As for housewives, fall Is a prime time 


for them to get jobs, and, Mrs. Harris 
added, they arc far from being undesi- 
rable applicants. 


"Even though their skills might be rus- 


ty, they are sought after because they 
bring maturity to tho Job and also stabil- 
ity." 


This thought was repealed by many 


other employment counselors and cm- 
ploycrs Interviewed by The Herald. Ac- 
cording to Craig Kopstan, personnel dl- 
rector for Honeywell in Arlington 
Heights, tho mature woman who wants 
to return to work Is "welcomed very en- 
thusiastically." 


THE IMPORTANT thing, according to 


those who help women get back to work, 
is self-confidence. 


"Don't undersell yourselves," Mrs. 


Clarlne Hall, executive director for the 
Girl Scouts of Northwest Cook County, 
urges. Mrs. Hall recently addressed a 
seminar at Harper College on the subject 
of how women can got "into the main- 
stream." Tho seminar was part of Har- 
per's Women's Program, which provides 
educational and career counseling for 
women. 


Discussing the opportunities for women 


In volunteer work and how this can lead 
to paid employment, Mrs. Hall empha- 
sized tho value of tho skills and Judg- 


ment women can develop through such 
activities. 


"These ore very salable to the busi- 


ness community," she said. She told 
'some 100 women at Harper to "sit down 
and write out" all of the abilities and 
skills they have gained as home man- 
agers and volunteer workers when they 
decide to seek a job. 


"HAVE YOU FIGURED out how many 


hours you can devote to volunteer work 
and how much time you need to spend at 
home? This Is time management. Have 
you organized a fund-raising campaign 
for a charity? This Is finance manage- 
ment — both revered business terms," 
she said. 


In addition to self-confidence in one's 


innate and developed abilities, however, 
women do need certain qualifications, 
depending on the kind of job they are 
Interested in. For a clerical job, a wom- 
an may only need to brush up on her 
typing skills. 


But if she would like to take advantage 


of the many career opportunities open to 
her, she may need additional education 
or specialized training. This can often be 
planned in conjunction with working, ac- 
cording to counselors. 


For example, women are particularly 


needed in the rapidly growing field of 
health care, according to Dr. Don A. Ol- 
son of Northwestern University Medical 
School. And, he said, they can plug in at 
any number of levels from which they 
can then advance with additional train- 
ing. 


"VOLUNTEERISM is a good way to 


Investigate careers in the health field," 
Dr. Olson told the conference at Harper. 
After that, he said, there arc "many spe- 
cialty careers that can be approached In 
stairstep fashion." 


For example, a woman could begin as 


a licensed practical nurse and work her 
way up to a registered nurse, and per- 
haps even go on for an advanced degree 
in supervision and administration. Or, he 
said, she might get into physical therapy, 
first as a therapy assistant, and even- 
tually become a qualified therapist. 


Women interested in health careers 


can obtain information and assistance 
from Health Careers Council of Chicago, 
located in the Wriglcy Building. 


Similarly, career opportunities with the 


federal government range on a scale 
from simple clerical jobs up through pro- 
fessional positions in engineering and 
medicine. According to Mary Ann Ruth 
of tho Chicago office of the Civil Service 
Commission, federal government em- 
ployes arc now one-third women (com- 
pared to around 8 per cent in private 
industry) of whom 40 per cent hold pro- 
fessional positions. 


SHE ADDED THAT In the federal gov- 


ernment, unlike In many private com- 
panies, legal pressure has brought about 
the machinery for women to advance in 
their jobs and salaries with relative case 
— and for them to obtain redress if they 
do run Into discrimination. 


There are two vehicles for obtaining 


employment with the government, Miss 
Ruth said: by simply applying and being 
evaluated, or by taking the civil service 
aptitude test. Information and assistance 
are available at tho Job Information Cen- 
ter in the Federal Building, Chicago. 


The federal government "particularly 


needs" applicants for clerical and ac- 
counting jobs, according to Miss Ruth. 
Other fields with opportunities include 
health, personnel, computer program- 
ming, budget and finance. 


"Some of these can be had without spe- 


cific background," she said. "Others re- 
quire college education, or you can enter 
as quasi-clerical while getting training, 
and then move up." 


CLOSER TO HOME, there are any 


number of job opportunities, according to 
area consultants, 


"Many younger companies arc looking 


for women to train themselves," Bea 
Harris of Roland Arlington Heights told 
The Herald. Her agency, which Is entire- 


Forbes reports Avon ladies 
find other ivork pays more 


A popular occupation for suburban 


housewives In the last two decades has 
been that of "Avon Lady." Selling cos- 
metics door-to-door In her neighborhood, 
she could set her own hours and it was a 
pleasant diversion from housework that 
also provided some pin money. 


However, according to a recent article 


In Forbes magazine, being an Avon Lady 
never was n very good deal for house- 
wives, and tho whole Avon sales system 
is becoming so archaic in today's society 
that the financial future of tho company 
Is in severe Jeopardy. 


According to Forbes, Avon ladies are 


not employes of tho company but inde- 
pendent representatives. As such, they 
got no salary and no health Insurance or 
pension benefits. The average Avon lady 
puts In about 15 hours a week and, at 
commissions of 25 per cent for sales un- 
der $100 and 40 per cent for sales over 
$100, she makes less than $2 an hour. 


Out of that she must pay her own tele- 


phone, car, gasoline and other expenses, 
as well as buy all tho demonstration aids 
and equipment which tho company tells 
her she needs (oven Including the paper 
bags). 


"THANKS TO this low-cost army of 


salespeople, Avon profits handsomely," 
the Forbes article noted. And most of the 
company managers and executives who 
make the handsome salaries ore men. Of 
111 division managers, an estimated 22 
are women. At the executive level, Avon 
last year elected the first woman to its 
board of directors and, for the first time, 
promoted two women to vice presidents 
— all while Involved in the settlement of 
a discrimination suit. 


A giant among investments (Avon's 


market value runs around $8 billion for 
its 58 million shares), Avon's success, ac- 
cording to Forbes, "has always depended 
on the fettered housewife in the middle- 
class suburban community." She has 
been both Avon's customer and Avon's 
salesperson. 


"Now, however, with more women 


than ever working, Avon ladles are find- 
ing fewer women at home when they call 
... At tho same time, more and more 
potential salesladies ere finding other

She said women 
with degrees in engineering or business 
are particularly needed, and that jobs in 
personnel have especially promising fu- 
tures for other professional women seek- 
ing challenging and responsible positions. 


Another good place for women to look 


for jobs is the Honeywell Corp. In Arling- 
ton Heights. There, Craig Kopstan and 
his staff of women attempt to place ap- 
plicants in the best positions for them, 
and then to see that they advance. 


"PEOPLE HERE can advance on the 


merits of their abilities," Kopstan said. 


Thanks to a generally improving job 


market and "continuing needs" due to 
employes leaving, Kopstan said, pros- 
pects for women seeking jobs now are 
pretty good. "We are wide open to wom- 
en for technical jobs," he added. 


Besides full-time positions from clerk- 


typist to engineer, Honeywell also has 
temporary employment opportunities. 
Called the Honeywell Clerical Overload, 
this program uses extra employed on a 
sporadic basis, as needed. 


"We welcome these applicants," Kop- 


stan said, adding that the work may run 
from a few days to several months, and 
"sometimes leads to full-time employ- 
ment." 


For women who don't want to be tied 


down full-time, the temporary job mar- 
ket is "fantastic," according to Barbara 
Ross, manager of Kelly Services in DCS 
Plaines, one of several temporary em- 
ployment agencies in the northwest sub- 
urban area. 


"WE HAVE TONS of jobs," she told 


The Herald, and added that they are 
"not just for summer. Some companies 
use temporary help all the time." 


As a Kelly Girl, a woman can make 


anywhere from $2.80 to $3.20 an hour, de- 
pending on her office skills. 


Mrs. Ross also offered optimism about 


part-time work, usually hard to come by. 
"We do a great deal of part-time place- 
ment," she said, noting that most of 
these jobs arc geared to three full days 
per week. There are also some half-day 
jobs, however, she said. 


While there is still a good deal of "to- 


kenism" around as far as women em- 
ployes are concerned, and while women 
still are paid less than men and given 
lesser positions in many businesses, the 
tide has turned in women's favor. 


In the fall of 1973, in the Northwest 


suburbs, any woman who really wants it 
can have the career of her choosing. It 
only takes initiative and will.

If he can sell the thing for $2.98, 
you'd think he could afford to buy his 
poor wife some aerosol sprays. Anyway, 
I liked the product a whole lot better 
when I thought it was utterly useless and 
thus delightfully decadent, involving no 
work at all for me. 


BUT THE EASIEST TO RESIST new 


product I've read about lately Is a gift 
idea for children from the Dart In- 
dustries people. This is advertised as a 


"Mc-Book," a personalized book de- 
signed to "introduce a new dimension in 
children's reading." According to the ad, 
"The Friendly Giraffe" is the first Me- 
Book of a planned series. Any child I 
designate is the leading character in the 
story, and the book "is personalized 
more than 70 times, including the name 
of the giraffe, which Is the child's name 
spelled backwards." 


Actually, the book may be a fine idea, 


but the order blank raises some inter- 
esting questions. You as parent or giver 
fill out Personalized Story Data, being 
"sure you print clearly, allowing one 
character per space and one space be- 
tween words." (Apparently the MCRB 
computers that do the personalizing are, 
as are all computers, at least slightly re- 
tarded.) Anyway, you give "Child's First 
Name or 'Nickname,'" last name, sex, 
address, etc. You also list "up to 3 
friends, brothers or sisters," plus dog's 
name and cat's name. 


'NontraditionaP careers suggested 


by GAY PAULEY 


The time has come for the career 


woman to take a new look at the career 
she wants. 


There's a whole new world of job op- 


portunities out there, far afield of the 
traditional so-railed "women's work." 
They range from A (for accountant) to V 
(for veterinarian). 


The new opportunities opening mean 


usually higher pay and greater chances 
for promotion. 


"Some women must change their ca- 


reer aspirations," says a special report 
from the Women's Bureau, the U.S. De- 
partment of Labor. "Since most openings 
in the usual 'women's occupations' will 
not be sufficient to supply jobs for all 
women seeking work, they must choose 
alternatives In nontraditlonal occupa- 
tions. 


"In essence, careers for women should 


not be any different from careers for 
men." 


The bureau's report, titled "Careers 


for Women in the '70s," points to some 
illustrations of nontraditlonal occupations 


offering greater opportunities. 


IN 1970, only 20 per cent of the na- 


tion's accountants were women, yet 
more than 31,000 openings are expected 
to occur each year during the remainder 
of the decade. 


Engineering and science technicians 


will be needed at a rate of 33,000 each 
year during the '70s. Only 11 per cent of 
the 650,000 technicians employed in 1970 
were women. 


It is estimated that more than a mil- 


lion clerical workers will be needed 'an- 
nually to fill openings during the decade, 
but the highest predicted growth rate 
will be for jobs in the professional and 
technical categories, where earnings are 
higher and promotion opportunities are 
greater. 


".-. . Women must fully utilize the 


sources of legal protection and assis- 
tance which are available to them," the 
report states. 


"Strong laws against discrimination In 


employment on the basis of sex are on 
tiie book . Having the legislation, how- 
ever, is not enough. It is up to women to 


press for enforcement of the laws where 
necessary... 


"One of the most difficult areas to deal 


with is the need to change employer atti- 
tudes . .. perhaps the overriding factors 
in this regard are the myths that em- 
ployers, policymakers and others In our 
society have unfairly associated with the 
worklife patterns of women. 


"ONE SUCH MYTH is that women arc 


not seriously attached to the labor force 
as they work only for 'pocket money." 


"However, of the 33 million women in 


the labor force in March 1972, more than 
half were working because of pressing 
economic need. These women comprise a 
group who are either single, widowed, di- 
vorced, separated or .married to men 
with incomes of less than $5,000 a year. 


"Some progress is being made con- 


cerning employer attitudes," says the re- 
port.

"Grown-Up" buying the book. But the 
rest of the line reverts to computerized 
Brave-New-World, in that there's only 
room for "First Initial" and "Last 
Name." 


Yes, I know this Is probably a major 


breakthrough and an ideal educational 
gift.I'm prepared to believe that "Re- 
search ... indicates that Me-Books have 
been very successful in heightening the 
reading interest of children who find 
themselves, their relatives, friends, pets 
and neighborhoods placed in the narra- 
tive." And $3.95 (plus postage and sales 
tax in California) seems a nominal price 
to pay for "a fascinating gift book for 
children, in which any child you desig- 
nate is the leading character in the sto- 
ry."

Dick and Jane, not to mention Spot and 
Tip. .Besides, the only "2-to 9-year old" I 
know at the moment to whom I'd care to 
send a Me-Book happens, through a set 
of unlikely circumstances and unfortu- 
nate ancestry, to be named Beauregard.

The Home Line

Dear Dorothy: I've got meat loaf 


trouble; they crumble. I've tried every- 
thing, followed recipes faithfully, let it sit 
five minutes or so after baking and so 
on, but no matter what, it falls apart 
when sliced. How now, good counselor? 
— Sharon Peterson 


You're going to laugh about this be- 


cause It seems silly at first hearing, but 
what you ought to try Is a good spanking. 
That's right — just spanking the loaf be- 
fore baking It. It expels the air and elim- 
inates holes In the loaf. People have all 
kinds of ideas about handling meat loaf. 
One of our readers shapes them, puts 
them In the pan and refrigerates for four 
hours before baking. Another substitutes 
oatmeal for bread, using three-fourths of 
a cup to each pound and half of ground 
beef. I use bread or fine cracker crumbs, 
onion, egg, milk, ketchup, salt and pep- 
per, spank well and arrange the loaf on a 
slice or two of bread, depending on the 
size of the loaf, and bake It on a cookie 
sheet.

suggested using small pine cones to keep 
cats out of flower gardens.

of the Public Broadcast Service system, 
once Individual station clearance is ob- 
tained. Tho BC-TV goal Is 200 stations. 


THE 
SHOW'S FORMAT will in- 


corporate all the electronic magic and 
technical finery now standard for chil- 
dren's educational television. 


A live cast of characters will be Inter- 


spersed with film, computerized ani- 
mation, music, storybook 
characters, 


myths, fantasies, games, song and dance 
to convoy educational curriculum. 


Spanish heritage, culture and customs 


will bo honored and provide a common 
basis for all cultures. Program time will 
bo equally divided between the Spanish 
and English languages. 


The target audience: Millions of young 


American children — both Spanish-ori- 
ented and Anglos while, black, red, and 
yellow. The age group: From preschool 
through tho primary grades. 


The long-term purpose of this pro- 


gram, funded by the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation (USOE): "To strengthen the na- 
tion through over-developing increments 
of unity and understanding on the one 
hand while assuring tho full vigor and 
contribution to society of an heretofore 
untapped human resource approaching 
14 million persons." 


DOES BC-TV wont and need both a 


Spnnlth-orlcntcd and an Anglo audience? 
Yes. The reason: Genuine blllnguallsm 
— blculturnllsm cannot bo achieved with- 
out It. An Anglo audience Is as essential 
as the Spanish-oriented to achieve the 
sought-after goal.

HOLLYWOOD - A foreigner who vis- 


its America and hears about economic 
problems in the country might well be 
confused after noticing the luxury items 
being offered in television commercials. 


Take, for instance, some of the au- 


tomobiles advertised on the home screen. 
In addition to lower-and-mlddle-priced 
cars like Chevrolet, Ford and Dodge, we 
also see such makes as Cadillac, Lincoln 
Continental and Mercedes-Benz being ex- 
tolled in commercials. 


Television ads are getting more aware 


of the social changes in the land — in 
fact, they help create them — and it is 
no longer a big surprise to see com- 
mercials for, say, flying lessons, mutual 
funds or expensive perfumes. 


BUT GETTING back to cars, the for- 


eign automakers seem to have better, 
more imaginative commercials going for 
them over-all than American manufac- 
turers. What is best about the foreign car 
ads is that they seem to stress practical 
points more than the U.S. auto com- 
mercials, which in the main continue to 
emphasize trivial factors in their selling 
pitches. 


Among the foreign car ads, for in- 


stance, Volvo has had very sound presen- 
tations focusing on how long its cars last. 
Audi does a clever job indicating how it 
combines the good elements of some oth- 
er autos. Fiat does nicely too. Mercedes 
emphasizes Its maneuverability and engi- 
neering. Volkswagen, which has long had 
the wittiest television commercials of 
any car, makes its points succinctly. On 
the other hand, Opel has a commercial 
now with a kind of oom-pah-pay music 
that does not set my heart aflame. 


The Japanese cars, like Toyota and 


Datsun, have, of course done wonders for 
themselves on American television, and 
they, too, have emphasized practical 


matters. And then there is Mazda with 
its major selling point, the rotary engine. 


IT IS SURPRISING that so many com- 


mercials for U.S. autos have a sameness, 
an unimaginative flavor, to them. There 
are some splendid-looking American cars 
— not only Cadillac and Continental 
(both of which are shown off very well 
visually in their commercials), but also 
autos like the Grand Prix and Firebird 
and Charger and a number of others; 
and it seems to me that video ads for 
many domestic makes could be more ef- 
fective in terms of emphasizing both 
practical matters and individual styling.

Improbable, but still not Impossible. 
Many bcllcvo Rlva Rldgi will enter tho 


ring against sparring partner Key to tho 
Mint In the $100,000 Suburban Handicap 
at Aqueduct on the same day as Arling- 
ton's bonanza. 


Why Rlva Ridge would want to buck 


The Key for the winner's share In New 
York when ho would almost bo assured 
of tho top slice at Arllngon Is beyond me. 


Tho confrontation between the two 


fotir-year-olds, though, Is titanic. They've 
met head-to-head on eight different occa- 
sions and each owns four decisions, so 
the upcoming clash does have some sig- 
nificance. 


But owners and trainers aren't en- 


gaged In a pennant race. Wins and losses 
don't overshadow purse earnings. Rlva 
Rldgo Is tho only millionaire ($1,009,727)

The Otarks urr 
nnc nf my many passions ami HIP lilen of 
awning n piece nf land nn Tnbli* Knrk or 
Lake of Hie Oinrks certainly appeals to 
me. Or It did appeal to me. 


The sales personnel welcome you at 


the door and show you to a table set for 
two couples and one salesman. (The food 
is okay, but you have to pay for your 
own martini.) As you enjov your dinner, 
jou chat with the other folks and the 
salesman, but your questions are studi- 
ously avoided until the real business be- 
gins, which Is after the Ice cream. 


First comes the "pitchman," a person- 


able chap who tells a couple* of Joke.; nr.d 
then begins telling trutlu, includitu' the 
fact that the corporation who Is paying 
for dinner is actually listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange. Ifo'.s much more 
impressed with this fact than I am. be- 
cause I know It doesn't have a thing to 
do with the subject at hand. 


The main appeal of tlib typo of sales

The County Board of Forest Preserve 


Commissioners 
yesterday 
approved 


awarding a $64,418 contract for the well 
work to Layne-Western Co. Inc. of Aur- 
ora. One of the wells will be for domestic 
use and the other for irrigation of the 
course. 


The well contract is the first that has 


been awarded for the course which is 
now scheduled for completion next sum- 
mer. 


Although the course was originally 


scheduled for completion early next 
spring, the open date has been delayed 
because the forest preserve district re- 
ceived only one bid on the course con- 
struction the first time it advertised, dis- 


trict landscape architect Richard Buck 
said yesterday. 


Buck said contracts for the earth work 


are slated to be awarded soon. 


THE IB-HOLE championship course 


will be built on approximately 200 acres 
of land within a larger tract bounded by 
Algonquin, Roselle, Central and Ela 
roads, just north of the Northwest Toll- 
way. 


The par-72 course is being built on part 


of a 1,700-acre forest preserve known as 
Paul Douglas Woods. 


The new public course will be the only 


forest preserve district course in the 
north or Northwest suburbs. Currently 
the district's closest course for northwest 
suburban residents is the Chick Evans 
course in Morton Grove. 


Plans for the new course include a

cere is very limited. It is important for 
beneficiaries to know that Medicare can 
help pay only for manual manipulation of 
the spine for the purpose of correcting a 
subluxatlon which can be demonstrated 
by X-ray. No payment can be made for 


any other kind of chiropractic treatment 
or for any diagnostic services by the 
chiropractor, such as X-rays or labora- 
tory tests," Thoresen explained. A sublu- 
xatlon is defined as an incomplete dis- 
location, off-centering, misalignment, fix- 
ation or abnormal spacing of the ver- 
tebrae. 


Beneficiaries with any questions about 


chiropractic coverage should get in touch 
with their social security office.

Trustee Hein: 'No proof of guilt9 
Community unity called for 
in face of grand jury probe 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Trustee Bill Hcln has called for the 


Wheeling community to pull together in 
the face of a grand jury Investigation 
Into village building and zoning prac- 
tices. 


Hcln sold Monday during a village 


board meeting that accusations and in- 
nucndos concerning various village offi- 
cials should stop until there is concrete 
proof of their guilt. It was the first public 
statement by a board member since the 
investigation started. 


"A lot of accusations and aspersions 


have been put on this board," Hcln said. 
He noted one cose where the attorney 
representing Pioneer Savings and Loan 
Association said ho had expected to be 
approached for a pay-off because of 
plans for the firm to come Into the vil- 
lage. 


IIEIN SAID HE personally planned to 


challenge this attorney on his statements 
when he appeared before the zoning 
board. 


"We all Ivc In a very small commu- 


nity," Hcln said. "As public officials we 
all got pot shots every day." He said, 
however, that the accusations stemming 
from rumors about the grand jury in- 
vestigation are different than the post at- 
tacks. 


Ho said that since there is no proof of 


Scanlon 


anyone's guilt, "I think it is time to 
stop." 


Hdn said ho was convinced that all of 


the present board members had nothing 
to worry about because of the in- 
vestigation. 


"I'm sure everyone on this board con 


hold their head high and walk through 
this village," he said. "This is the time 
we have to have all the people in the 
community pull together and say we are 
a community." 


VILLAGE PUES. Ted C. Scanlon con- 


curred with Hcin's statements. He fur- 
ther stated that he did not think the 
newspapers and other forces in the vil- 
lage "realize what this has done to a per- 


son's home and his family." 


Scanlon said he ralized that all public 


officials must expect to be attacked be- 
cause of their position in the community. 
"It was President Truman who said if 
you can't stand the heat get out of the 
kitchen," he said. "None of us have 
left." 


The village president said he was not 


concerned about the accusations and ru- 
mors stemming from the investigation 
for his own sake. 


"It is our children who come home and 


have to listen to the remarks of the other 
children who tell them what crooks we 
are," Scanlon said. 


Location in flood plain questioned 
8(kmit senior apartment project tabled 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Plans for an 80-unlt apartment project 


for senior citizens at 628 McHcnry Rd. 
hit snags when the Wheeling Village 
Board tabled (he matter until further In- 
formation Is available on the project. 


Charles Potrungaro, contract purcha- 


ser for the site, told the board he did not 
have evidence with him to support his 
contention that the 2.70-acro site is no 
longer In the flood plain. The North Cook 
County Water and Soli Conservation Dis- 
trict has recommended denying the zon- 
ing request If the property is in the flood 
plain. 


Pctrungaro told the board Monday 


night that the creek bed was moved dur- 
ing the development of the Hollywood 
Ridge subdivision. He said this straight- 
ening of the creek bed removed the site 
from the flood plain. 


Trustee Ed Bcrgcr, however, asked 


that Pctrungaro submit his engineering 
plans to the village so that the village 
engineer could review his project. 


PETRUNGARO SAID that although his 


property docs not legally require a reten- 
tion basin, ho Is planning to build a one- 
acre basin. 


Trustee Don Jackson, however, told 


Potrungaro that such a basin would not 
bo effective for flood control. "Many ex- 
perts say that a retention basin is no 
good If It's built In flood plain, and yours 
will be," ho sold. "You ore so close to 
the water table that you could dig a hole 
20 feet deep and It would fill right up." 


According to'the contract for purchase, 


Pctrungnro is buying the property from 
Nick Phillips, introduced as on associate 
during zoning hearings. Phillips, who is 
the secretory of the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals, Is assuming all costs 
for zoning procedures. 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted C. Scanlon also 


asked Pctrungaro for letters confirming 
his statement to the zoning board that ho 
had verbal approval of the project from 
both the Wheeling Park District and 
School Dlst. 21. 


While Pctrungaro said he contacted 


both agencies, he did not have any let- 
ters of approval from either the parks or 
the schools. 


When contacted yesterday, Park Supt. 


Dave Phillips said he has not talked to 
any developers for several months. Like- 
wise, School Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth GUI 
said Pctrungaro had talked to him but 
sold that the school district does not give 
verbal approval of any project. 


"Wo don't give verbal agreement. Wo 


give written approval," Gill said. He said 
that such written agreement Is sent to 
the village when developers agree to 
make donations to the school district. 


SCANLON ALSO questioned Petru- 


ngoro about his testimony to the zoning 
board that the development would be 
geared to senior citizens. The contract 
purchaser told the zoning board that he 
needed four variations from zoning codes 
to keep rents at a level that senior citi- 
zens could afford. 


The variations include a request for re- 


duced parking space, reduced floor space 
in the apartments and reduced lot sizes. 


In his testimony Pctrungaro said that 


the apartments would be rented to senior 
citizens, married couples and single 
people. The testimony further stated that 
no two unmarried persons would be 
allowed to share an apartment. 


Petrungaro said that he could not le- 


gally discriminate In their rental pol- 
icies, and therefore could not refuse to 
rent to persons who were not senior citi- 
zens. Ho told the board that if he had 
federal money for the project, he could 
then restrict his rentals to only senior 
citizens. 


PETRUNGARO SAID he estimated 


that his rents would range from $145 for 
an efficiency apartment to $175 for a one- 
bedroom unit. 


The apartment project as proposed 


would consist of 60 one-bedroom units 
and 20 efficiency apartments. The two- 
story building would be divided into four 
sections by courtyards and canopies. 
Each section would be built on a sepa- 
rate terrace because of the downward 
slope of the property. 


Board members voted to table the mat- 


ter so that Petrungaro could provide 
more information on the flood plain, let- 
ters from the schools and parks, and 
drawings of the project. 


Scanlon said that if Petrungaro had his 


Information to the village office by 
Thursday, the matter would be put on 
the agenda for the next board meeting.

Two drive-in 
restaurants 
may sell out 


Wheeling will soon be losing two of its 


drive-in-type restaurants if village offi- 
cials approve a subdivision of the proper- 
ty on Dundee Road. 


The Burger Chef restaurant, 43 W. 


Dundee Rd., has been sold, according to 
Bill Bieber, director of building and zon- 
ing. "They sold it out completely," he 
said. "It's going to be a family-type res- 
taurant called Charlie's Place. 


The vacant building immediately west 


of the Burger Chef, which formerly 
housed Rix Roast Beef, has also been 
sold. It is slated to become an office 
building, housing an insurance firm and 
a realty company. 


Owners of the property are now seek- 


ing to re-subdivide the two lots involved. 
The subdivision would move the property 
line between the two buildings 30 feet to 
the east, taking property from the Bur- 
ger Chef and adding it to the new office 
building. 


ACCORDING TO PLANS for the subdi- 


vision, the two buildings would share a 
common driveway. Robert Frisch, repre- 
senting the owners, said the subdivision 
would mean a reduction in parking for 
the restaurant. "We have made arrange- 
ments that they could use all the parking 
on the east side of the vacant building," 
he said. 


According to Frisch, the vacant build- 


ing will remain standing and be remodel- 
ed to house the two separate businesses. 
He did not state the names of the realty 
and insurance firms that will eventually 
occupy the building. 


Frisch said no new landscaping was 


planned for the proposed office building. 
The plan commission has allowed the • 
property owners to forego approval of 
the preliminary plans because the subdi- 
vision involves only two lots. Final plans 
must now be presented to the commis- 
sion and the village board. 


BIEBER SAID THE new Burger Chef 


owners are in the process of developing 
plans for the new restaurant. He said 
more information soon would be avail- 
able. 


In 1969, the two restaurants were the 


focus of a controversy over the number 
of drive-in restaurants coming into the 
village. Wheeling officials voiced con- 
cern that too many drive-ins were being 
allowed in the village, and thus were 
detracting from the appearance of the 
village. 


Officials also objected to the drive-ins 


on Dundee Road, saying they would 
cause too much traffic congestion. Be- 
cause the two restaurants were zoned for 
sit-down service, the village at one point 
would not allow patrons to eat in their 
cars. 


The two new uses proposed for the 


drive-ins are expected to upgrade the 
area. Bieber has often stated the need 
for professional offices in the village and 
further stated that the village could use 
another family-type restaurant.

Superblock 


Redevelopment one step closer after 


Des Plaines' OK of zoning variations 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


DCS Plaines will have its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment took a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted in favor of grant- 
ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex in 
the heart of the business district. 


"This is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that is truly 
significant and likely to result In a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome R. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town in the metropolitan area has 


accomplished what Des Plaines has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said in the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied It, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much else." 


GOTTLIEB SAID delays in the Des 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which include in- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $435,200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space — 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime in 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 


Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown Des Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Elllnwood Street for shopper parking. 
The Des Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erickson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project Is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
in Des Plaines. Homes have been demo- 
lished to moke way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $2.2 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rezoned for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums are 
commonplace. 


"It's 
all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock Is proof that we are steadily 
moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrel. 


"Only Des Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, the business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added it was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested interest in a very small place," 
he said. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years is pheno- 
mlnal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of manhours 
which were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought the needed land with loans from 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks are now in the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so 
they con lease it to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Oher towns will probably wait 
and see what will happen here." 


Teen-agers to paint curbs 
for summer activity funds 
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Buffalo Grove teenagers will be paint- 


ing curbs this Saturday in order to raise 
money for future summer activities. 


Tom Carlisle, working with the Buffalo 


Grove Community Center teen advisory 
group, said the teenagers plan to go 
around the village asking residents if 
they would like to have their house num- 
ber stenciled on their curb.

Carlisle said the. group is undertaking 


the project because it is "a civic-minded 
activity" and also to raise money for the 
teen group. 


The group's last project was "Whiskey 


Jack's Walnut Canyon Coffeehouse," an 
informal meeting place for local teen- 
agers which opened in May. Carlisle snid 
that although he coffeehouse was very 
successful during the school year, the 
group decided to close it during the sum- 


mer because of lack of interest. 


BECAUSE OF the longer daylight 


hours in the summer, and the fact that 
many teenagers hold summer jobs, the 
group decided to focus on specific sum- 
mer events rather than one activity like 
the coffeehouse, he said. The coffeehouse 
probably will be reopened in the fall ac- 
cording to Carlisle. 


The teen group hopes to hold a swim- 


dance at the Buffalo Grove park district 
pool using the money earned from the 
curb-painting, Carlisle said. Other proj- 
ects are also planned for the summer, 
Including day trips hi the Chicago area. 


"The teen group is alive and well and 


we're meeting and doing things," said 
Carlisle. 


"The thing about the group is that it's

temporarily agreed to allow occupancy 
until the developer corrected the viola- 
tions. Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said 
tho agreement was made verbally be- 
tween Dcttmcr and tho developer. 


Ho said this kind of agreement Is not

unusual. "When he (Dettmer) Is satisfied 
that no danger exists for residents mov- 
ing into the building, he can allow occu- 
pancy," Larson sold. 


There Is, however, a village zoning or- 


dinance that states no. new building "be 
occupied for any purpose until a certifi- 
cate of occupancy has been Issued by the 
building commissioner." There is some 
question whether a verbal agreement 
satisfies this ordinance. 


Trustee Edward Osmon said Monday 


night ho toured several apartments in 
Brittany building Sunday and saw some 
fire code violations. Dettmer said he was 
aware of the humidifier problem, but 
know nothing of fire code violations. He 
said ho would investigate the matter. 


Robert Vcrblc project manager for 


Richard J. Brown told the village board 
a contract had been signed for the repair 
of the humidifiers.

The change will reduce tho 
number of units in the entire devel- 
opment from 512 to 392. 


Larson said about two weeks ago there 


was some question whether the devel- 
oper's annexation was still in effect. If it 
had expired the developer would have 
had to ask for village permission even 
without a change in plans. Raysa, how- 
ever, said the annexation agreement is 
still In effect, thus the developer could 
have gone ahead with the six-story build- 
ings without going to the village board 
again. 


Trustee Clarice Rech, the only trustee 


to vote against the change, said she 
questioned whether the developer could 
meet parking requirements and height 
restrictions. 


No condo growth slated for Mill Creek

Several residents in the Mill Creek sub- 


division of Buffalo Grove have won a vic- 
tory — thcro will be no commercial-con- 
dominium development In that subdivi- 
sion as proposed by Miller builders. 


As a result of tho victory tho residents 


also lost thcro last chance for more park 
land and will get Miller's original plan of 
12 two-story apartment buildings. 


The village board Monday night voted 


5-1 to turn down the proposed change 
which called for six four-story con- 
dominiums and a 1.97-acro commercial 
site In addition to extra park land. 


Several board members said they were 


opposed to the park proposal because the 
four-story buildings and commercial site 
went along with It. Trustee Thomas 
Mahonoy said ho thinks the commercial 
slto would have been too small for any- 
thing but an unattraclve "strip" shopping 
center. "Overall I think the village Is 
better off having apartments and open 
space along Dundee Road rather than a 
commercial slto of questionable value," 
ho said. 


TRUSTEE Randall Rathjcn said he 


thinks tho park would have been too 
small and too far from the single-family 
homes In Mill Crock to be of much bene- 
fit to residents. "I for ono would be just 
as interested to let them build the apart- 
ments," ho said. 


Miller's plan for the apartments was 


approved by tho village board In 1967 
and amended In 1968. Under the agree- 
ment which expires this year, Miller is 


not required to donate any land for park 
use In tho final phase of the devel- 
opment. 


In the first phase of the development 


Miller gave the park district 5.5-acres 
adjacent to Washington Irving School. 
Residents, however, have said the land is 
not suitable for a park because It is often 
flooded. 


According to the park district master 


plan 25-acres should be designated for 
park use in the development. Because of 
tho shortage of park land a special com- 
mittee was appointed last January to try 
to acquire additional park land from 
Miller. Tho 3.5-acre site, the con- 
dominiums and commercial site were the 
the offer which resulted from the nego- 
tiations. 


CHESTER MOSKAL, of Miller Build- 


ers told tho board his firm had made its 
final offer. "Thcro is a point of no return 
and-I'm sorry to say I think we've 
reached it," he said. "There's Just noth- 
ing more available." 


The special committee and the park 


district last week recommended the vil- 
lage board approve the proposal for the 
park. Park Board Pres. Gene Muryn 
said he was not in favor of the com- 
mercial site, but thought it should be 
accepted if it were the only way to get 
the park. 


Trustee Edward Osmon, who chaired 


the special committee, was the only vil- 
lage board member to vote for the park 
proposal. He said, he also was Interested 
in acquiring some park land from Miller 


Builders. 


On June 19 residents of the Mill Creek 


Homeowners Association voted to reject 
the park proposal. However, only 25 of 70 
eligible families cast votes. 


DISMAYED AT THE poor turnout, 


James Wylie, of 723 Carriage Way Dr., 
conducted a mail poll. The results of the 
poll were about 6-1 in favor of accepting 
the park site. More than 50 per cent of 
the 317 residents polled responded. 


The park board and special committee 


based its recommendations to the village 
board on this poll. A group of residents 
however, protested Monday that the poll 
did not reflect the true feelings of most 
Mill Creek homeowners. 


Wayne Barto, a member of the special 


committee told the board he thought it 
was making a mistake In rejecting the 
park site. "You're going to turn this 
down and not get our park because of 
condos and a commercial site. What do 
you think is going to go across the 
street (Dundee Road) with the cost of 
that land. 


BOARD MEMBERS, however, said the 


area on the other site of Dundee Road 
was larger and more suited for com- 
mercial development than the small site 
proposed by Miller. 


Last Thursday the Park Board turned 


down a proposal by Mary LeBlanc, of 
1125 Mill Creek Dr., to condemn three to 
four acres hi the development for use as 
a park. The park board said the cost to 
condemn land was much more than what 
the district could afford.

derailments in the preparation for re- 
modeling Kildeer Countryside School in 
Dist. 96. 


A special community relations com- 


mittee report to go ahead with the re- 
modeling was approved by the School 
Board Monday night with an order to go 
ahead and seek working drawings and 
bids for the construction. 


According to the district's architect, 


Don Anderson, the board should be ready 
to go for bids Nov. 1 with plans to award 
them at the Dec. 10 board meeting. This 
would allow workmen to get into the 
school sometime f-rter the first of next 
year to start the remodeling. 


KILDEER SCHOOL is expected to be 


vacant as soon as the district's third 
school, Twin Groves, is completed before 
the first of the year. The students from 
Kildeer then will be transferred to the 
new school. 


Construction is scheduled to close Kil- 


deer at least one year from time of the 
switch. However, school officials said 
they do not foresee, at this time, a need 
to open it until the fall of 1975. 


Dist 96 has almost $350,000 available 


for the construction, therefore, the board 
is looking at completing the remodeling 
in phases. It must wait, however, until 
bids for the work are received to get an 
accurate count on price. 


The committee said the estimated cost 


of the first phase, by the architects, was 
set around $353,000. It also reported that 
this estimate is conservative. 


The first phase, as it Is now planned, 


would enclose the central court, ex- 
panding the current'library Into a re- 
source center and taking the current 
classroom wings and making them into 
"pod areas." 


The pod areas are designed for the In- 


dividually Guided Education (ICE) pro- 
gram to which Dist. 96 has switched. 
These areas, unlike the conventional 
classroom situation are open areas with 
portable walls. 


THE SECOND AND THIRD phases of 


the program would be the addition of two 
more pods which officials said could be 
built during the summers when money is 
available. 


Board member Tom Rusk, who headed 


the committee, recommended that the 
district go ahead with at least the first 
phase "while time was in its favor." 


Fellow board members agreed with 


Rusk, but left an option open to revision 
if prices from bidders are too expensive. 
While they expressed the hope that this 
would not be necessary, they said they 
do not want to be committed until the 
prices are fixed. 


They also said that the remodeling 


would have to come from available funds 
because they would not hold a referen- 
dum just for the remodeling of Kildeer.

Louis Slatonson School In Wheeling, sold 
the district has been working to establish 
a permanent film library for quite a 
while. Last summer It agreed to preview 
about l.coo films from set oral companies 
to select some of them for a library, he 
said. 


A screening committee eventually nar- 


rowed the number of films to 400 and 
then to tlio final 225 films to be included 
in the library. 


THE SCHOOL DISTRICT will not pur- 


chase the films outright, but will acquire 
some of them on a "lease-own" basis. 
Tlicy will-be paid for gradually, and 
some films will bo kept on a lease basis. 


Thus, while the films arc worth around 


$40,000, Gerry said the total cost to the 
school district for (lie library will be 
$7,200. He said the proposal has been 
presented to the school board and ap- 
proval of the library has been given. 


Gerry said that In the past the district 


has had a rental program far films, 
where Individual films have been avail- 
able at schools for a few weeks at a 
time. However, because of the diffi- 
culties In scheduling rented films to coin-

Superblock 


Redevelopment one step closer after 


Des Plaines' OK of zoning variations 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


DCS Plaines will have Its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment took a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted in favor of grant- 
ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex in 
the heart of the business district. 


"This is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that is truly 
significant and likely to result In a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome R. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town in the metropolitan area has 


accomplished what Des Plaines has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said in the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied it, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much else " 


GOTTLIEB SAID delays in the Des 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which include in- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $435,200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space — 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime in 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 


Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown Des Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Elllnwood Street for shopper parking. 
The Des Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erickson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project Is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
in Des Plaines. Homes have been demo- 
lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $22 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rezoned for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums are 
commonplace. 


"It's 
all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock Is proof that we are steadily 
moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrel. 


"Only Des Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, tho business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added It was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested interest in a very small place," 
he ,-aid. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of jears is pheno- 
minal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of manhours 
which were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, 
made original studies on downtown 


redevelopment. They went on to form the 
Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought the needed land with loans from 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks are now in the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so 
they can lease it to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Oher towns will probably wait 
and see what will happen here." 


Teen-agers to paint curbs 
for summer activity funds 
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Buffalo Grove teenagers will be paint- 


ing curbs this Saturday In order to raise 
money for future summer activities. 


Tom Carlisle, working with the Buffalo 


Grove Community Center teen advisory 
group, said the teenagers plan to go 
around the village asking residents if 
they would like to have their house num- 
ber stenciled on then- curb. The teen- 
agers will seek a $1 donation in exchange 
for the painting. 


Carlisle said the group is undertaking 


the project because it is "a civic-minded 
activity" and also to raise money for the 
teen group. 


The group's last project was "Whiskey 


Jack's Walnut Canyon Coffeehouse," an 
informal meeting place for local teen- 
agers which opened in May. Carlisle said 
that although he coffeehouse was very 
successful during the school year, the 
group decided to close it during the sum- 


mer because of lack of interest 


BECAUSE OF the longer daylight 


hours in the summer, and the fact that 
many teenagers hold summer jobs, the 
group decided to focus on specific sum- 
mer events rather than one activity like 
the coffeehouse, he said. The coffeehouse 
probably will be reopened in the fall ac- 
cording to Carlisle. 


The teen group hopes to hold a swim- 


dance at the Buffalo Grove park district 
pool using the money earned from the 
curb-painting, Carlisle said. Other proj- 
ects are also planned for the summer, 
including day trips in the Chicago area. 


"The teen group is alive and well and 


we're meeting and doing things," said 
Carlisle. 


"The thing about the group is that it's 


flexible and that makes It work. We can 
adjust to the season and to the moods of 
the kids." 
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Mosquitos haven't been too bad this year — so far

If you've been marveling at the scare* 


Ity of mosqultos this summer, don't get 
too comfortable yet. The potential for a 
moss Invasion of those pesky bugs still 
exists. 


Elk Grove Village and other Northwest 


suburban residents are enjoying an ex- 
tcrmcly low mosquito count this summer 
compared to the count of mosqultos In 
past years. 


"Where wo were trapping anywhere 


from 250 to 270 mosqultos a night In a 
mosquito count last summer, we aro 


lucky to find at least 12 mosqultos a 
night this summer anywhere In the 
Northwest suburbs," said Wilbur Mit- 
chell, director of the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District. 


THE TRAPS, which the abatement dis- 


trict sets In various spots within 240 
square miles In the Northwest suburbs, 
are devices used by mosquito abatement 
services to Indicate, by count, the 
amount of mosqultos in that area. 


"Not only In Elk Grovo Village, but In 


the entire Northwest suburbs, the condi- 
tions have not existed this summer to 


nourish a mass of mosqultos like we've 
had In years past," Mitchell said. 


Record numbers of Irritating mos- 


qultos were expected to Invade the 
Northwest suburbs this summer, but in- 
sufficient heavy rainfalls Interspersed 
continually with hot weather have failed 
to yield these crops of mosqultos. 


Elk' Grove Village even supplied its 


own mosquito spraying equipment this 
summer for the first time to combat the 
expected mosquito invasion. But so far, 
the battle has barely begun. 


"THERE ARE mosquito eggs lying 


dormant all over the area in places 
where flooding most likely occurs when 
we have heavy rains," Mitchell said. 


But the ground has been so dry this 


summer, it has quickly soaked up the 
few heavy rainfalls that have occurred 
this summer, leaving no puddles or rain 
spots on the ground long enough for the 
eggs to hatch, Mitchell said. 


According to Mitchell, the eggs need to 


be in a damp, wet condition for any- 
where from five to 15 days to hatch. 


"All we need is a two or three-inch 


rainfall right now to allow this to hap- 


pen, because the ground isn't as dry at 
the moment and would not be able to 
soak up as much of the rain water," he 
said. 


ALTHOUGH HEAVY and continuous 


rains fell this past spring, a constant 
spraying of the Northwest suburban area 
by the various villages and the North- 
west Abatement District may have 
helped to control the mosquitos. 


Because of the present weather condi- 


tions, little spraying has been done so far 
this summer. 


Jack Andrews, superintendent of 


streets in Elk Grove Village, explains, 
"It's been great all summer. We have 
sprayed twice so far this summer, once 
prior to July 4 and again this past Mon- 
day, along the creek area that runs 
through the village. Because there is a 
lot of foliage and water tBere, it presents 
a potential for masses of mosquitos." 


C H E C K I N G periodically with the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
on the area mosquito count, the village 
supplements the district's own spraying

rejected for 
this school year

The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


school board has rejected any type of 
district-sponsored hot lunch program for 
the coming school year. 


The board, at Monday's meeting, or- 


dered the lunch program committee to 
make recommendations to Improve the 
present, independent program at each 
school. The recommendations will be 
considered by the board's policy com- 
mittee. 


Gerald Smiley, chairman of the lunch 


committee, said Tuesday that the board 
took no real action because the com- 
mittee did not present any recommenda- 
tion on a district-sponsored lunch pro- 
gram. 


THE CURRENT Interest In a district 


hot lunch program was sparked by par- 
ents organizations from two DCS Plalncs 
schools. The neighboring River Trails 
School Dist. 26, which has a hot lunch 
program, has extra facilities and could 
provide a food service to the two DCS 
Plalncs schools. 


The lunch committee studied the feasi- 


bility of a "pilot program" for the two 
schools, with a possible district-wide ex- 
pansion at a later date. 


Smiley said there was no rush on de- 


veloping a hot lunch program. "Sure the 
kids would like it, but it may not be fea- 
sible. It Is open to many questions." 


On Monday, Smiley gave the findings 


of his committee to the board. They list- 
od only the advantages and dis- 
advantages of a hot lunch program, with- 
out recommendation. 


THE ADVANTAGES were:

A district pipgram 
would eliminate such profit. 


According to Smiley, most of the neigh- 


boring school districts have some type of 
lunch program, but Dist. 59 has traditio- 
nally avoided one. 


"Many, many years ago, the board de- 


cided that going home for lunch was part 
of the educational program. The kids 
would go home and the parents would be 
there to accept them," said Smiley. 


DEVELOPING a program would also 


be a problem because most of the dis- 
trict's schools have no kitchens or lunch- 
rooms. 


Smiley said that when the district was 


going through its explosive growth period 
during the 1960s, the board was forced to 
decide between learning centers at each 
school or lunch rooms — there was not 
enough money for both. The board de- 
cided on learning centers. 


"A hot lunch program would encour- 


age more kids to stay at school. Some 
schools aro already forced to use class- 
rooms for lunch," said Smiley. 


Friendship Junior High School hi Des 


Plaincs, which is now under construction 
and is expected to be ready in Septem- 
ber, will have a hot-lunch program. 


Lunch programs at all other schools 


arc sponsored and operated by the par- 
ents organization of the school. 


Smiley said his committee will make 


recommendations to improve the oper- 
ation of the programs at the different 
schools. Ho said with each school opcr 
ating its own program, communicatlo. 
among the schools was limited to the ex- 
periences they have had. 


A FOUR-INCH GAS MAIN near Arlington Heights and 
Shelley roads was broken open yesterday afternoon by 
a construction vehicle working In the area.

SEA negotiation team. His optimistic 
comments about the prospect for an ear- 
ly settlement were prompted, he said, by 
their reception of his reports of previous 
meetings with the district team. Hansen 
said that if things continue to go well 
between negotiating teams this week, 
early settlement is still possible.

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From mentally disturbed father 
Detectives risk careers, personal safety to save a baby

Risking their safety and their Jobs, two 


Elk Grove Village policemen acted 
"above and beyond the call of duty" to 
rescue a baby from a mentally disturbed 
father recently. 


In 10 hours of their own time, detec- 


tives Mclvin Mack and William Cox 
tracked down the father, who had fled to 
Kcnosha, Wts., after an argument here. 
The mother and baby arc now safely out 
of the slate, and the details were 
recently told by the police. 


Mack and Cox had placed their careers 


In jeopardy by crossing a state line with- 
out legal sanction, and their lives were In 
jeopardy because the father had a his- 
tory of mental disturbance and had 
threatened several times to kill people. 


THE ADVENTURE began about 7 


p.m. on a spring evening a few months 
ago when the baby's mother reported tho 
abduction. 


Tho couple, which had separated, had 


been to sec o marriage counselor. The 
father refused the counselor's advice and 
stormed out of the office. 


As the couple drove back to the wife's 


homo, where tho father had left his car, 


he talked of suicide and said he would 
"take a lot of people with him" if anyone 
tried to stop him. 


When they arrived at the man's car he 


jumped out, took the baby and drove off. 


Mack and Cox began the long, tedious 


procedure of trying to learn where the 
man had gone. 


The father worked a third shift at a 


Chicago trucking company. The detec- 
tives called the company and were told 
the man had already called in sick for 
tho night. 


Company officials told them the man 


was on probationary employment after 
fighting with other workers. From one of 
the employees, the detectives learned the 
man had a friend in Kcnosha. 


At 11 p.m., Mack and Cox called Ke- 


nosha. The wife of the friend answered. 
She told them the father had been there 
and he had the baby. 


The woman said the father was staying 


at a motel with the baby, but he had said 
he would be back in the morning and 
would leave the baby at the house for a 
while. 


MACK AND COX called the state's 


sttorncy's office, seeking authority to 


cross state lines to get the baby back. 
Tho state's attorney's people said no 
crime had been committed and no au- 
thority could be granted. 


They then called the judge, seeking a 


court order. The judge sympathized with 
the problem they faced, but said no law 
had been broken and no court order 
would be issued. 


As a last effort, the detectives unsuc- 


cessfully tried to contact a juvenile court 
judge. 


No one wanted to become involved be- 


cause no crime had been committed. The 
father was still the parent and had a 
right to custody of the baby. Unless he 
actually committed an illegal act, there 
were no grounds to take the baby away 
from him, despite the man's hfstory, 
w h i c h included hospitalizatlon after 
threatening to kill his mother, and a pre- 
vious marriage that ended in divorce af- 
ter he beat his wife. 


At midnight, the Kenosha woman 


called Mack and Cox. She remembered 
the father saying he was going to Ari- 
zona and she agreed to help get the baby 
away from him. 


Although It was past midnight when 


their eight-hour shift ended, Mack and 
Cox stayed at the station, trying to make 
a decision. 


"We had to make a decision on what to 


dc, but we had to do it on our own, not as 
police officers," said Mack. 


"It was a decision where we were 


damned if we did and damned if we 
didn't," said Cox. 


FINALLY, THEY decided — they were 


going to Kenosha. The mother also had a 
legal right to the baby. If they took her 
along, she could bring the baby back. 


They wrote a full report on what had 


happened and what they were going to 
do, left it for their supervisors and drove 
to Kenosha with the mother. 


The three arrived about 6:30 a.m. They 


contacted the Kenosha police depart- 
ment, again hearing a familiar story. 


No law had been broken, the two Elk 


Grove Village detectives had no author- 
ity in Kenosha and the police did not 
want to become involved. The police, 
however, assigned two men to assist 
Mack and Cox. The men were not to be- 
come involved in getting the baby back, 


but were to "restore the peace" if an 
incident developed. 


The detectives, the mother and the two 


Kenosha policemen then drove to the 
home of the woman who had called Mack 
and Cox. The father had already been 
there and had left the baby. 


Mack, Cox and the mother, with the 


baby, started back for Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. They arrived about 10 a.m. After a 
few hours sleep, the detectives returned 
to the police station late in the afternoon 
for their next shift. 


THE MOTHER had relatives in Con- 


necticut, and that night she and the baby 
were on a plane for Connecticut. Mack 
and Cox have not heard from her since. 


The father, when he returned to the 


Kenosha home for the baby, became 
depressed and confused. He voluntarily 
entered a local institution for psychiatric 
help. 


Fortunately, the baby was returned 


home without incident. Had something 
gone wrong, "We would have caught a 
lot of heat," said Mack. 


The two detectives went to Kenosha, 


though, because, "no one else would 
make a decision." 


Superblock 


Redevelopment one step closer after 


Des Plaines' OK of zoning variations

Des Plaines will have its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment took a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted in favor of grant- 
ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex in 
the heart of the business district. 


"This is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that is truly 
significant and likely to result in a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome R. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town in the metropolitan area has 


accomplished what Des Flames has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said in the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied it, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much else." 


GOTTLIEB SAID delays in the Des 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which include in- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $435,200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space — 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime in 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 
Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown Des Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Ellinwood Street for shopper parking. 
The DCS Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erlckson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
in Des Plaines. Homes have been demo- 
lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $22 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rezoned for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums are 
commonplace. 


"It's 
all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock is proof that we are steadily 


moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrel. 


"Only Des Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, the business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added it was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested interest in a very small place," 
he ^aid. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years is pheno-' 
minal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of manhours 
\\hich were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought the needed land with loons from 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks are now in the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so 
they can lease it to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Oher towns will probably wait 
and see what will happen here." 


A community complete with 'postofise'

Every community needs a "postofisc," 


a "rcstcrant," and a "pets stor," not to 
mention the "Burger Chief," and a 
"McDonnldi." 


That's what the students in Sharon 


Baranouskl's class deckled at any rate. 
Since the beginning of summer school at 
Einstein Elementary School, 345 Walnut, 
DCS Plaines, they have been putting to- 
gether a community and slowly adding 
whatever they need. 


At first, tho community was only 


houses, said Mrs. Baranowski. The stu- 
dents, ranging from first through fourth 
grades, cut construction paper and 
shaped It Into buildings. 


The "homes" were scattered on a 


large table — a collection of Imaginative 
architecture, they range from circular to 
square to rectangular. 


AFTER THE HOUSES were construct- 


ed, the students deckled It would bo nice 
to have streets. This was followed by 
street signs, cars, laws, government, 
store* — and things are still being 
added. 


Mrs. Baranowski says she Invites 


speakers from community services to 
talk each week. Sometimes the class 
takes field trips and observes the work- 
Ings of tho community, for example, the 
need for stop signs. 


"As each person comes to see them," 


she said, "we add more to the commu- 
nity," Speakers Include airplane pilots, 
reporters and policemen. 


A shopping center was added to pro- 


vide room for the extra buildings needed 
after tho students decided more than 
homes were necessary. On a long white 
sheet of paper taped to tho blackboard, 
students constructed flat Images of res- 
taurants, stores, some government build- 
ings and n church. 


The buildings have windows and doors 


and even creatively misspelled signs — 
"postofiso," "restcrnnt." 


THE COURSE was originally de- 


scribed as o coloring book format. But, 
after elms started, Mrs. Baranowski said 
there were too many older children In 
the class that weren't Interested In color- 
Ing books. 


So It become a "construct your own 


community" class. "Community: Color 
mo Important" la not the only unusual 


class Einstein is offering during summer 
school. 


This year," said Mrs. Baranowski, 


"the district decided to offer different 
kinds of courses — things children would 
be more Interested In." 


Puppetry Is another one of the inter- 


esting classes Einstein offers to summer 
school students. Mrs. Baranowski teach- 
es that course twice a day. 


THE STUDENTS make their own pup- 


pets and give plays for the rest of the 
class. Puppets arc made out of cither 
paper macho, construction paper or 
brown paper bags. 


The paper mache puppets are formed 


over a light bulb, that is later broken and 
thrown out. The construction paper pup- 
pets arc flat paper dolls and the brown 
paper bag ones are decorated with but- 
tons, cloth and crayon. 


THE PLAYS arc presented in some- 
thing that resembles a tall cardboard 
box with a window and a small stage on 
the lower edge of the opening. 


The background scenes, drawn by the 


students, are pinned to the inside of the 
box, behind the stage. There's a little 
curtain that covers the cut-out part when 
scenes arc being changed. 


A typical play might go like this. 


Mama Bear, Papa Bear and Baby Bear 
introduce themselves. They decide to go 
outside, leaving the cool air conditioned 
comfrot of their home. The curtain goes 
down.

A scene change: The little theater be- 


gins to shiver and shake. When the cur- 
tain goes up again, the three bears are 
outside, taking a walk in the forest. 


If you listen closely, you might hear "I 


can't find papa bear . . . Where's the 
bedroom scene... Hurry up..."

Mosquitos haven't been too bad-so far

services only as frequently as is needed. 


"We've had reports that say four mos- 


quitos some days and no more than 60 
mosquitos In trap counts on other nights. 
But, neither warrant us spraying the vil- 
lage for so few in count," Andrews said. 


Both the village and the abatement dis- 


trict spray with a malathion solution that 
kills flying mosquitos. The abatement 
district has sprayed Elk Grove Village 
and most of the northwest suburban 
cities once so far this summer. 


Spraying procedures are not used to 


kill dormant mosquito eggs in the area 


because "the spray would probably de- 
stroy more than just the mosquito eggs 
and we do not think it's all that neces- 
sary," Mitchell said. 


BUT TO OFFER Elk Grove Village 


residents possible relief in case the con- 
ditions for mosquito production do occur, 
the village is spraying heavily wooded 
areas, such as the wooded areas along 
Arlington Heights Road and along Salt 
Creek. 


After a recent ordinance, the abate- 


ment district is now also spraying mos- 
quito breeding ponds on private land in 
the industrial park. 


The newly instituted program of the 


village supplementing the abatement dis- 
trict in mosquito spraying has worked 
out very well so far this summer, ac- 
cording to the district. It is a very ef- 
ficient means cf controlling mosquitos in 
the area so far, but that would be better 
proven if there were actually more mos- 
quitos to deal with, officials said. 


Of course, that's a situation no one is 


in hopes of, not even the village or abate- 
ment district mosquito spr -ere. And IF 
the dry weather continues, Northwest 
suburban residents can look back and 
laugh at those critical warnings last 
spring about mass mosquito invasions 
this summer — maybe.

Plans have been disclosed for a major 
residential-shopping center development 
In southwest Palatine. 


Prominent local developer L. F. Drap- 


er sold the 363-acro tract, which lies 
north and northeast of Harper College, 
will include houses, apartments and a 
shopping center. 


Final plans for the development have 


not yet been made, Draper told village 
trustees during a brief presentation Mon- 
day night. Ho said ho would be willing to 
work with the village plan commission 
and master planner in devising detailed 
plans. 


Draper said he came to the village 


board initially bcacuso "the scope of the 
property and its meaning to Palatine is 
something more than 'Let's file and go 
to the plan commission.1" 


VILLAGE PRES. Wendell E. Jones 


said yesterday the development would be 
beneficial to the village in bringing in 
sales tax rebates and defining village 
boundaries. 


"Ultimately this property Is going to 


be developed," ho said. "Ill's a question 
of rounding out our boundaries and con- 
trolling our growth." 


The Irregularly shaped parcel, known 


as the Brandt properly, strelches from 
Roscllo Road on the west to Lalonde Av- 


enue on the east. LaLonde is about half- 
way between Quentln and Plum Grove 
roads. 


The western sector of the lot Is narrow, 


lying Just north of Harper College, but 
the property expands on the east, 
stretching up to Illinois Avenue. 


Draper sold the single family homes 


would be on the outer edge of the devel- 
opment, to blend in with the neighboring 
subdivisions. 


Two Palatine subdivisions adjoin the 


tract, Hunting Ridge on the northwest 
and Pleasant Hill on the northeast. 


Harper College is southwest of the 


property. To the southeast is a 45-acre 
unincorporated tract, known as the 
Beery property. 


Jones said yesterday he had contacted 


the owner of the property two months 
ago about annexing the property to Pala- 
tine. Beery had been negotiating with the 
City of Rolling Meadows to build high 
rise apartments on the site, but talks 
broke off a few months ago. 


The main throughfare through the 


Draper development will be Euclid Ave- 
nue, which Is to be extended from Plum 
Grove Road to Roselle Road by the Cook 
County highway department. Plans for 
four-lane extension are on the drawing 


board, and construction is tentatively 
scheduled for 1974 or 1975. 


DRAPER DID not give a timetable for 


beginning construction on his project, 
which was referred to the plan commis- 
sion for a public hearing. 


He said retention ponds would be pro- 


vided throughout the development. "Very 
little" land is In the flood plain, Draper 
said. "We don't consider flooding to be a 
problem at all." 


The western part of the property is in 


unincorporated Palatine Township. Drap- 
er plans to annex the property to Pala- 
tine and to rczone the whole tract for a 
planned unit development. 


By designating the development as a 


planned unit, Draper is given the flexibil- 
ity for mixing different zoning uses on 
the property, such as single-family resi- 
dential, multifamily residential and com- 
mercial. 


The village in turn is given lighter con- 


trol over the specific plans than it could 
exercise in a regular rezoning instance. 


Most of the property is now zoned for 


manufacturing use. 


Draper is a well-known Palatine build- 


er, who developed the shops at the Pala- 
tine train depot and is developing the 
110-acre Countryside apartment complex 
northwest of the village.

Trustees debate 'cause' 
of Centner resignation 


Palatine Village Trustee Fred H. Za- 


jonc suggested this week that "cause" be 
the only ground for removing the police 
chief from office. 


His proposal was immediately attacked 


by other trustees and the village presi- 
dent as an intimation that the recent 
forced resignation of Police Chief Robert 
R. Centner was based not on due cause 
but on political reasons. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones defend- 


ed Centner's ouster as justified, and said 
the continuous efforts to keep the issue 
alive indicates Zajonc "Is more inter- 
ested in the past than the future." 


Zajonc denied the charge, saying he 


was "only interested in making the fu- 
ture as pleasant as possible for the new 
chief," who has not yet been selected. 


ZAJONC'S PROPOSAL was referred to 


the village board's administration, fi- 
nance and legislation committee, where 
it will probably die. Voting on the refer- 
ral was along political lines, with Re- 
publicans voting to send the suggestion 
to committee and Village Independent 
Party members against sending It. 


To Zajonc's comment that his sugges- 


tion would "take the police chief out of 
the political arena," Jones vehemently 
denied that Centner's demotion was polit- 
ically motivated. 


"To state this is political is simply not 


true," he said, visibly angered. 


Zajonc retorted that he was "not talk- 


ing about the past. I'm talking about the 
future." 


JONES SAID he objected to the "cause 


only" dismissal policy for the police 
chief because other department heads 


serve at the pleasure of the village 
board. "Why should he (the police chief) 
feel more secure than the village man- 
ager does?" he asked. 


Village Trustee Bryan P. CoughUn con- 


curred. A "cause only" policy would 
"handcuff" the village board, he said. 
"An administrator need not necessarily 
only be removable for cause," he said. 


The trustees briefly argued over what 


constitutes cause, and who would decide 
whether dismissal is appropriate. 


Jones said the village could look into 


eliminating the police and fire commis- 
sion, which oversees the police and fire 
departments, "so the department is un- 
der the control of Ihe police chief." 


Trustee Clayton W. Brown said such a 


move could lead to cronyism in the po- 
lice department. 


Minnows to help 
keep mosquitos down 


A batch of 5,000 minnows were depos- 


ited In mosquito-breeding retention ponds 
last week in Palatine. 


The chore of the gambusia minnows, 


more commonly known as mosquito min- 
nows, is to eat mosquito thereby keeping 
down the population of the insects. 


A typical adult minnow can eat 30 to 60 


mosquito eggs an hour. 


The minnows were put into retention 


ponds throughout the village by Clarke 
Outdoor Spraying Co., La Grange, which 
has been contracted by the village to 
eliminate mosquitoes.

Redevelopment one step closer after 


Des Plaines' OK of zoning variations

Des Plaines will have Its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment took a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted In favor of grant- 
Ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex in 
the heart of the business district. 


"This is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that Is truly 
significant and likely to result In a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome R. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town In the metropolitan area has 


accomplished what DCS Plaines has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said In the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town Is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied it, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much clso." 


GOTTLIEB SAID delays In tho DCS 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which Include In- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving tho $433,200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space - 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime In 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 
, The planned two-story shopping mall 
will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 
Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown DCS Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Elllnwood Street for shopper parking. 
The DCS Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erlckson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project Is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
In DCS Plaines. Homes have been demo- 
lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
Into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $2.2 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rczoncd for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums are 
commonplace. 


"It's 
oil a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock is proof that we arc steadily 


moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrel. 


"Only DCS Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, tho business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added it was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping moll than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested interest In n very small place," 
he sald. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years is pheno- 
minal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of manhours 
which were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought the needed land with loans from 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks arc now in the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so 
they can lease it to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Oher towns will probably wait 
and see what will happen here."

much a learning experience for them as 
It Is for 64 children of migrant agricul- 
ture workers enrolled In the program. 


Tho volunteers dutifully report to Plum 


Grovo School In Rolling Meadows every 
morning at 8:30 a.m. to go over the day's 
schedule with tho teachers, teacher 


aides, student aides and clerical aides. 


Tho volunteers' day officially begins at 


0:15 a.m. when the bus carrying the mi- 
grant students pulls into tho school. 


NO DISTINCTION Is made in the 


classroom between the volunteers and 
paid aides and teachers. 
Everyone 


shares equally in the teaching process. 
Yet, the kids know but usually decide it 
doesn't make any difference. 


At the preschool level the volunteers are 


assigned a small group of students to 
work with during the entire day. Since 
this is the first time away from home for 
many of them, the familiar face of a vol- 
unteer helps them adjust to the change. 


At the older level, the program takes 


children through 8th grade, the volun- 
teers are often assigned a specific task 
and work with all of the children during 
the day. 


The volunteers go non-stop from 9:15 


a.m. to 2:45 p,m. when the program 
ends, eating lunch with the students, go- 
ing to recess with them and even super- 
vising the naps of the younger ones. 


IN ADDITION to the basic teaching as- 


signments, during a typical day a volun- 
ter could be called on to comfort a cry- 
ing child on her lap, settle a dispute 
among students, hit a few balls to the 
boys during recess to get them ready for 
an upcoming Softball game with students 
from another migrant program, twirl a 
jump rope, sort clothes for a rummage 
sale, supervise a field trip and even pull 
a tooth. 


The students reward the volunteers in 


their own special ways, pkking them to 
come into the circle during "Farmer hi 
the Dell," carrying their tray away from 
lunch, sharing their pudding from cook- 


ing with them or just asking their advice 
and letting them know what they think is 
Important. 


The five volunteers from High School 


Dist. 214 are receiving credit for their 
volunteer work in the summer migrant 
program under a program entitled Social 
Science Practlcum. The volunteers are 
required to spend 60 hours in the pro- 
gram to receive a half credit and 120 
hours to receive a full credit. 


The Dis. 214 program was started three 


years ago at the suggestion of Wilfred 
Kozlowski, a sociology teacher at John 
Hersey High School hi Arlington Heights. 
The idea of the program is to have stu- 
dents make a contribution to the commu- 
nity while earning high school credit. 
The program is a practical extension of 
the theoretical studies of social science. 


WHILE SOME students opted for the 


program because It sounds like an easy 
way to earn credit toward graduation, it 
only takes a matter of days before they 
are caught up in the work and find them- 
selves doing much more than Is required 
for the credit. 


A supervisor of the Dist. 214 program 


visits Plum Grove School once a week to 
talk to the students and teacher aides to 
make sure everything is going okay. The 
students are also required to keep daily 
logs of their reactions to the program to 
be turned it when it is over. 


The three volunteers from Palatine 


High School receive no credit or pay for 
their' work hi the summer migrant pro- 
gram. For them, It's the experience of 
working with the students and knowing 
they have been of help that is important.

Des Plaines' OK of zoning variations

DCS Plalnes will have Its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment look a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted In favor of grant- 
Ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex in 
the heart of the business district. 


"This Is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that Is truly 
significant and likely to result in a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome R. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town In tho metropolitan area has 


accomplished what DCS Plalnes has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said In the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town Is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied It, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much ulso." 


GOTTL1KB SAID delays in the DCS 


Plalnes city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which include In- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $433.200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space — 
have pushed back thulr original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime In 


curly spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," lie said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 
Prairie and Leo streets on the south side 
of downtown DCS Plalnes. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Elllnwood Street for shopper parking. 
The DCS Plalnes Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erlckson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
in DCS Plaincs. Homes have been demo- 
lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
Into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $2.2 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rczoncd for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums arc 
commonplace. 


"It's 
all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock Is proof that we arc steadily 


moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Bchrcl. 


"Only Des Plaincs has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, tho business- 
men and the financial Institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added It was a lot caster for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested interest in a very small place," 
he ^aid. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years is phcno- 
mlnal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of mnnhours 
which were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
DCS Plaincs 
Tomorrow 
Corp. which 


bought the needed land with loans from 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks arc now In the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so 
they can lease it to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plalnes has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Ohcr towns will probably wait 
and sec what will happen here." 


Residential-shopping mall plans told 


Plans have been disclosed for a major 


residential-shopping center development 
ill southwest Palatine. 


Prominent local developer L. F. Drap- 


er said the 36o-acrc tract, which lies 
north and northeast of Harper College, 
will Include houses, apartments and a 
shopping center. 


Final plans for the development have 


not yet been made, Draper tnld village 
trustees during a brief presentation Mon- 
day night. He said he would be willing to 
work with the village plan commission 
and master planner In devising detailed 
plans.

Jones said yesterday he had contacted

Monday that a ruling issued by the state 
Environmental Protection Agency calls 
for a separate room with a separate en- 
trance for the storage of chlorine. Hen- 
nessy said the chemical, used in water 
purification, is currently stored In the 
well house. 


The new ruling Is being recommended 


for s a f e t y r e a s o n s , Hennesy 
sy said, to reduce the danger to humans 
in case of chlorine gas leaks. Chlorine is 
a lethal chemical which is used in con- 
trolled amounts in water purification. 


The city will let bids for the work, 


which Hennessy estimated will cost from 
$2,400 to $2,800 per well house. He said 
the total amount needed for the work 
should be between $7,000 and $8,000. 


THE OTHER SIGN request from 


Topp's seeks permission to install anoth- 
er free-standing sign In the Topp's shop- 
ping center located on Kirchoff Road and 
Meadow Drive. The center already has 
one free-standing sign advertising the 
National food store in the center. 


City ordinances prohibit more than one 


free-standing sign in a shopping center.

Many homeowner complaints being resolved 
Grass looking a bit greener for Knightsbridge

The grass Is now greener in Knights- 


bridge. 


For some people, the laying of sod and 


the planting of seed has been the culmi- 
nation of n year or two of complaints. 


Residents In Knightsbridge, a new sub- 


division In the northern part of Schaum- 
burg, said some of their complaints of 
incomplete and shoddy work have been 
resolved since the publication of Herald 
articles In June detailing their problems. 


"From my point of view, work Is pro- 


ceeding In an orderly but slow fashion," 
BUI Blbo of Prince Charles Court said. 
Blbo complained originally of three foun- 
dation cracks that allowed water to seep 
Into his basement. 


He moved to his large new home last 


January. At the time of the June arti- 
cles, no driveway had been laid, the 
house was surrounded by mounds of dirt 
and debris, the lot was unlandscaped and 
ungraded. 


The situation has Improved, Blbo said. 
LATE LAST WEEK the subcontractor 


was In tho process of pouring the drive- 
way. The foundation, cracks are still 
there, "but they are getting bids from 


major waterproofing companies," he 
said. 


A large problem in the subdivision was 


the dirty and swampy appearance of the 
two retention ponds and the park area. 
Dead fish lined the shores of one basin. 
The Schaumburg Park District would not 
accept the park in its unkempt condition. 


Tho village health department did 


come out and clean up the dead carp, 
residents said. The second retention pond 
has been partially excavated, but the 
rest of the park area looks about the 
same, they said. 


Blbo, whose house backs onto the sec- 


ond retention pond, said about a half of 
the pond was excavated. Work then 
stopped, and Blbo said he understood 
"this is the way it will be left. Apparent- 
ly they aren't going to excavate the en- 
tire basin." 


Bill Taylor of Prince Charles Lane said 


nothing has been done to Improve the ap- 
pearance on the six acre park site. View- 
ed from Jones Road, the park is still 
filled with uneven mounds of dirt, al- 
though the area looks cleaner than it did 
last month. Blbo said the dirt from dig- 
ging out the pond will eventually be used 
to contour the park landscape. 


"They haven't done my lawn yet, but I 


understand they intend to do it. I'm not 
that concerned. They must do the cement 
work and foundation work first, before 
the landscaping," Blbo said. 


THE LACK OF landscaping was the 


prime complaint throughout the subdivi- 
sion. Last June the area resembled a 
construction site, although many of the 
homes have been occupied for a year or 
more. 


The neighborhood's looks have im- 


proved, residents say, but certain com- 
plaints have not been taken care of. Two 
old trucks with flat tires have stood for 
at least two years next to the Taylors' 
home. The trucks are still there. A large 
grey trailer sits on a hill directly behind 
the Mulllns1 house on .Prince Charles 
Lane, although the builder, Nick Her- 
man, promised in June to move it. 


Street lights and trees on the parkway 


are still only promised items. 


Carol Mulllns said despite the trailer 


she is generally happier than she was a 
month ago. The builder has cleaned up 
some of the boards around the trailer 
which she said presented a hazard to 
children playing. The backyards on the 
south side of Prince Charles Lane have 


been graded now, Mrs. Mulllns said, and 
grass is finally making its appearance. 


The hill and lack of grading were re- 


sponsible, Mrs. Mulllns said, for the con- 
tinual flooding of her basement. Since 
the grading work, no flooding has oc- 
curred, she added, but it hasn't rained 
enough to know for sure if the problem's 
solved. 


"The area does look nicer now," she 


added. However, a few neighbors still 
need more fill for their yards and the 
landscaper has not returned to finish the 
job. 


INDIVIDUAL PROBLEMS still exist, 


but residents' complaints have died down 
now that landscaping has progressed. 
The general attitude is one of giving the 
builder a chance now to finish the subdi- 
vision. 


Last spring .the village of Schaumburg 


refused to grant Nick Herman any fur- 
ther building permits until he completed 
the grading and necessary public im- 
provements in the existing portions of 
the subdivision. 


One bone of contention in the neighbor- 


hood is an unused, partially filled in 
foundation on Prince Charles Court. Af- 


ter pouring, the foundation cracked, and 
was filled in with dirt. However, parts of 
the foundation still peck out from the 
ground, including some sharp concrete 
edges and rusty spikes.

He added the amount of the bond is 


flexible, but should be enough to pay for 
any street damage. 


Kaufman and Broad did not obtain 
such a bond before they began the haul- 
Ing operation. 


HOSSACK ALSO ruled out the sugges-

Redevelopment one step closer after 


Des Plaines' OK of zoning variations

Des Plaines will have its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment took a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted in favor of grant- 
ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex in 
the heart of the business district. 


"This is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that is truly 
significant and likely to result In a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome R. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town in the metropolitan area'has 


accomplished what Des Plaines has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said in the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied it, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much else." 


GOTTLIEB SAID delays in the Des 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which include in- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $435,200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space - 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime in 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 
Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown Des Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Ellinwood Street for shopper parking. 
The Des Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erickson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
in Des Plaines. Homes have been demo- 
lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $2.2 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rezoned for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums are 
commonplace. 


"It's all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 


ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock is proof that we arc steadily 
moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrel. 


"Only DCS Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, the- business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added it was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested interest in a very small place," 
he (joid. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years Is pheno- 
minal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of manhours 
which were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
DCS Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought the needed land with loans from, 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks are now in the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so- 
they can lease it to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Ohcr towns will probably wait, 
and see what will happen here."

If bags were used with Barrington 
delivering them but the village buying 
them, the cost would be $2.96 per unit 
per month. 


Based on the village's estimate of 


12,400 dwelling units, the cost for pickup 
with plastic bags bought by residents 
would be $425,866 per year and the cost 
to continue trash can pickup would be 
$473,184 per year. The village board has 
budgeted $410,550 for garbage collection.

Cops seek would-be bank extortionist 


Mount Prospect police are trying to 


trace an anonymous caller who at- 
tempted to extort $75,000 from the First 
National Bank of Mount Prospect at 
Randhurst. 


The caller, believed to be a young 


male, telephoned bank cashier and vice- 
president Walter Chachula at 11:24 a.m. 
Monday. Mo told Chachula that he was 
holding Chachula's wife and children 
hostage and demanded the $75,000. 


Police said the caller also told Cha- 


chula he had placed or would place a 
bomb in the bank. 


Mount Prospect fire officials evacuated 


the bonk while a search for the bomb 
was conducted. Nothing was found. 


The money was to have been placed in 


a black case and left near the bank's 


outer door within six minutes. However, 
the money was not left near the bank's 
second coll was never made. 


ACCORDING TO POLICE and FBI in- 


vestigators, the anonymous caller had 
telephoned Chachula's wife a half hour 
before the extortion threat. He allegedly 
told Mrs. Chachula that he was from the 
telephone company and that they were 
working on her phone. She was told to 
ignore any telephone rings until he called 
back, because the rings would be the re- 
sult of an accidental crossing of tele- 
phone wires. 


Police were dispatched to Chachula's 


home as soon as they were notified. The 
family was found at home unharmed. 


A similar unsuccessful extortion plot 


failed lost November. At that time, 


$20,000 was demanded from the bank or 
else a bomb would go off within the 
bank. No bomb was found and no one 
ever came to pick up the payoff (actual- 
ly paper) which had to be placed in a 
locker within the shopping center. 


Two years ago, a third caller de- 


manded $100,000 from the bank or else 
three bombs within the bank would ex- 
plode and other bombs in three of the 11 
bank officers' homes would explode. No 
bombs were found and no contact was 
made with the caller afterwards. 


In all three incidents, the caller asked 


for a bank officer by name. Police be- 
lieve the names were obtained by visits 
to the bank and reading desk name 
plates. 


schools. The neighboring River Trails 
School Dist.

vice laws by operating the programs. 
There would be no problem with a dis- 
trict program. 


Among the disadvantages were: 
• No great Interest to change because 


the present programs are working. 


• Principals at the schools are not 


willing to take on the responsibility for 
the program. 


• Some of the parent organizations use 


profits from the lunch program 
for 


school activities. A district program 
would eliminate such profit. 


According to Smiley, most of the neigh- 


boring school districts have some type of 
lunch program, but Dist. 59 has traditio- 
nally avoided one. 


"Many, many years ago, the board de- 


cided that going home for lunch was part 
of the educational program. The kids 
would go home and the parents would be 
there to accept them," said Smiley. 


DEVELOPING a program would also 


be a problem because most of the dis- 
trict's schools have no kitchens or lunch- 
rooms. 


Smiley said that when the district was 


going through its explosive growth period 
during the 1960s, the board was forced to 
decide between learning centers at each 
school or lunch rooms — there was not 
enough money for both. The board de- 
cided on learning centers. 


"A hot lunch program would encour- 


age more kids to stay at school. Some 
schools are already forced to use class- 
rooms for lunch," said Smiley. 


Friendship Junior High School In Des 


Plaines, which is now under construction 
and is expected to be ready hi Septem- 
ber, will have a hot-lunch program. 


Lunch programs at all other schools 


are sponsored and operated by the par- 
ents organization of the school 


Smiley said his committee will moke 


recommendations to improve the oper- 
ation of the programs at the different 
schools. He said with each school oper- 
ating its own program, communication 
among the schools was limited to the ex- 
periences they have had.

Redevelopment one step closer after 
Des Plaines' OK of zoning variations

DCS Plaines will have Its Supcrblock 
Downtown redevelopment took a major 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted In favor of grant- 
Ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex In 
the heart of the business district. 


"Thb Is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that Is truly 
significant and likely to result In a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome It. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town In tha metropolitan area has 


accomplished what Des Plaines has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said in the wake of 
the Si'pcrblock victory. 


"Every town Is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied It, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," he said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much clso." 


COTTL1EII SAID delays in the DCS 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which Include in- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $435,200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space — 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime In 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 
Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown DCS Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Ellinwood Street for shopper parking. 
The DCS Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erlckson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Supcrblock. 


The project Is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
In DCS Plaines. Homes have been demo- 
lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
Into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $2.2 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rezancd for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums arc 
commonplace. 


"It's 
all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which called 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Supcrblock Is proof that we are steadily 


moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrel. 


"Only Des Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, the business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added it was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested Interest in a very small place," 
he nOld. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years is phono- 
mlnal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out the tremendous amount of manhours 
which were put in before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
DCS Plaines Tomorrow 
Corp. which 


bought the needed land with loans from 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks arc now In the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Corp. so 
they can lease It to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Oher towns will probably wait 
and sec what will happen here."

Harper College seeking 'reservation' 


on 160-acre tract for second campus site

A college campus or another apart* 


mcnt project? Those are the alternatives 
prophesied for a ICO-ncre tract at the 
northwest corner of Palatine and Shoon- 
beck roads, land now held by the Mayo 
Foundation, Rochester, Minn. 


Harper College has asked to have the 


site reserved for development of a sec- 
and campus, a request the village board 
lias decided to table for six months. 


The Mayo Foundation, meanwhile, 


says It Is anxious to sell the land, cither 
to Harper or a private developer. But 
much of the land's value, estimated at 
$30,000 to $45,000 an acre, is tied to spec- 


ulative rczoning which the village board 
indicated Monday night will be hard to 
come by. 


THE BOARD'S ACTION to forestall a 


decision on designating the second 
campus site hi the village master plan 
was done to give Harper time to win the 
approval of the Illinois Junior College 
Board and the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education. 


Village Prcs. Jack Walsh offered col- 


lege officials his help in convincing the 
state education boards of the need to de- 
velop a second campus for Harper. 


The board of higher education has un- 


dertaken a study to sec whether to stick 


with a guideline that junior colleges 
should have second campuses once they 
reach a certain enrollment. 


Harper is one of the first schools to 


approach the size requiring a second 
campus and state officials have said they 
have to decide what priority second 
campuses will have in comparison to 
needs of smaller and less developed ju- 
nior colleges. There is no target date on 
the decision. 


Trustees Frank Palmatier and Alice 


Harms warned Mayo representatives 
that they would not have an easy time 
selling the property to a developer con- 
tingent upon rezonlng. Several residents

A new stretch of Davis Street, between 


Dryden and Arthur, had just been opened 
to traffic. Ultimately, Davis will con- 
nect with Sigwalt, Immediately south of 
the commuter parking lots. 


Village Engineer Allen Sander said this 


final section will probably be constructed 
next spring. 


Arlington Heights Police St. Jack We- 


ber denied that a stop sign would act as 
a speed control, saying there was no 
guarantee that a speeding motorist 
would bother to stop for the sign. 


Weber said a long, continuous, uninter- 


rupted stretch of street such as Davis is 
"the ideal" in traffic movement. He said 
the flow of cars along Davis Street will 
be monitored by the police and village 
engineering departments, which can then 


recommend any changes that might have 
to be made. 


TRUSTEE FRANK Palmatier agreed 


with Mrs. Harms that the possibility of 
Davis Street becoming a speedway did 
exist, and as a result the village board 
asked the administration for an eval- 
uation of the current traffic situation. 


Davis Street was extended to give ac- 


cess to industrial areas south of the rail- 
road tracks and to provide south-side 
residents an alternative to Northwest 
Highway when leaving the commuter 
parking lots. 


The street also runs along the north- 


east border of the Scarsdale subdivision. 


Weber said he did not foresee a prob- 


lem with speeding cars on Davis and 
said the 30 mph limit was the proper one 
for a residential street. 


All north-south streets intersecting the 


new Davis Street segment, including 
Dryden, Roosevelt, Cleveland and Ar- 
thur, will be posted with stop signs. 


But along Davis itself, traffic will 


move uninterrupted. That, says Weber, 
is the way the street was designed. But, 
according to Mrs. Harms, that can be- 
come just too much for a good thing.

Redevelopment one step closer after 
Des Plaines' OK of zonin variations

DCS Ptalncs will hove Its Superblock 
Downtown redevelopment took n mnjor 


step closer to reality Monday night when 
the city council voted in favor of grant- 
ing all zoning variations to build the $11 
million shopping-mall office-complex In 
the heart of the business district. 


"This is the first step taken around the 


Chicago metropolitan area that is truly 
significant and likely to result in a viable 
development program," project devel- 
oper Jerome K. Gottlieb said yesterday. 


No town In tho metropolitan area has 


accomplished what DCS Plaines has ac- 
complished, Gottlieb said in the wake of 
the Superblock victory. 


"Every town is concerned with the 


deterioration of their downtown area. 
They have studied It, set up commis- 
sions, booster clubs have been formed — 
but no one has done anything," ho said. 
"They have wonderful drawings and 
plans but not much clso." 


GOTTUEII SAID delays In the DCS 


Plaines city council's approval of the 
zoning variations — which Include In- 
creasing height regulations from 100 to 
200 ft. and waving the $413.200 developer 
contribution for retail parking space - 
have pushed back their original time 
schedule. 


"We hope to break ground sometime in 


early spring and the building should be 
ready two years after the start of con- 
struction," he said. 


The planned two-story shopping mall 


will be topped by 10 stories of offices near 
Prairie and Lee streets on the south side 
of downtown DCS Plaines. The city has 
agreed to build a multi-story garage on 
Elllnwood Street for shopper parking. 
The Des Plaines Mall Corp., comprised 
of Gottlieb and the Erickson and Steven's 
architectural firm, will rent parking 
spaces from the city for Superblock. 


The project is part of total downtown 


redevelopment which has been ongoing 
In DCS Plaines. Homes have been demo- 
lished to make way for a senior citizen 
housing project just south of the down- 
town area. City offices will be moving 
into a temporary city hall shortly and 
work will begin on a $2.2 million city 
hall-police building. 


MOST OF THE peripheral downtown 


area has been rczoned for multiple fami- 
ly housing. Three and four-story apart- 
ment buildings and condominiums arc 
commonplace. 


"It's 
all a part of an old com- 


prehensive plan we adopted which colled 
for downtown redevelopment. It's noth- 
ing new. It's very carefully thought out. 
Superblock is proof that we arc steadily 


moving ahead with our plans," said May- 
or Herbert Behrcl. 


"Only DCS Plaines has been able to get 


the cooperation of the people, the govern- 
ment, the property owners, tho business- 
men and the financial institutions," said 
Gottlieb. He added it was a lot easier for 
a developer to find a cornfield and build 
a shopping mall than to tackle a down- 
town area. 


"Each land owner has a small parcel 


of land developed separately. They have 
a vested Interest in n very small place," 
he unid. "A developer needs a large par- 
cel. The amount of work put into this 
project over a number of years Is pheno- 
minal. We couldn't have done this with- 
out tho tremendous amount of manbours 
which were put In before." 


THE DES PLAINES Redevelopment 


Association, a group of local business- 
men, made original studies on downtown 
redevelopment. They went on to form the 
DCS Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought the needed land with loans, from 
three local financial institutions. The 
banks are now in the process of buying 
the land from the Tomorrow Carp, so 
they can lease It to the Mall Corp. 


"Des Plaines has taken the step," said 


Gottlieb. "Oher towns will probably wait 
and see what will happen here."

Robert Krysiak, general manager of 


the Mount Prospect office, said his 
firm's contract with the men expired 
May 31 and negotiations on a new con- 
tract have so far been unsuccessful.

certain customers

Ray Smith, the union's business rep- 


resentative, also was hesitant to give de- 
tails of the wage controversy — at least 
at this time. But he did say, "We do not 
want to take a cut in pay. Basically, it 
comes down to that." 


"Poppycock," was Krysiak's only re- 


ply to Smith's statement. 


Smith said the union remains willing to 


sit down and negotiate. "We want it set- 
tled as fast as possible," he added. 


Negotiations began about May 1. Nei- 


ther Krysiak nor Smith would venture a 
guess as to how long the strike would 
last. The Mount Prospect and Liber- 
tyville offices are the only ones affected 
because they are the only ones where the 
employes arc unionized. 


THE SCHOOL DISTRICT will not pur- 


chase the films outright, but will acquire 
some of them on a "lease-own" basis. 
They will be paid for gradually, and 
some films will be kept on a lease basis. 


Thus, while the films are worth around 


$40,000, Gerry said the total cost to the 
school district for the library will be 
57,200. He said the proposal has been 
presented to the school board and ap- 
proval of the library has been given. 


Gerry said that in the past the district 


has had a rental program for films, 
where individual films have been avail- 
able at schools for a few weeks at a 
time. However, because of the diffi- 
culties in scheduling rented films to coin- 
cide with cirriculum being studied, 
films were not used as often as they 
could have been, he said. 


"For example, when you got a film 


unit on Peru in September but you were- 
n't planning on studying Peru until 
January, then that film wouldn't be so 
valuable," he said. "With the permanent 
stock of films we're hoping that teachers 
will be able to incorporate the use of the 
media into their curriculum on a much 
more realistic basis," he said. 


GERRY SAID THE stock of 225 films 


will cover the subject areas of language 
arts, social studies, science, math, 
health, and guidance. The selection will 
also be balanced so films for all grade 
levels will be included. 


The films will be stored in the central 


school district office resource center. 
Teachers will receive a list of all the 
available films at the beginning of the 
school year and will then be able to or- 
der them from the office. 


Gerry said the film library may be ex- 


panded in the future, "if budgetary con- 
ditions allow and if we have the proper 
quality of films."
